WHATGOODCANEOF 
VOTING FOR NADER? 

Let’s start with that question. For those 
who voted their conscience or refused to sup¬ 
port the lesser of two evils, what good came 
out of that vote? The country moved sharply 
to the right. There was no widespread pro¬ 
gressive correction but many liberal and left 
causes suffered serious setbacks. 

There is lots of tap dancing around 
this topic but there is a very clear bottom 
line: Nader’s candidacy resulted in 
Bush’s election. 

The real world consequences were stag¬ 
gering. The invasion of Afghanistan and 
Iraq, though there is no way of knowing 
how Gore would have responded to 9/11. 
But the combination of the Bush presiden¬ 
cy, 9/11, those military actions, aggressive 
Republican gerrymandering (of which the 
Democrats are just as guilty, but they 
weren’t as ambitious or successful), the 
growth of right-wing media, and an infu¬ 
sion of conservative money to advance a 
reactionary agenda together all signaled a 
certain change of direction in public dis¬ 
course. The country not only moved toward 
the right, but a lot of voters bought what 
was being sold, even when against their 
best interests. 

In a disparaging of “political correctness” 
the mood became even more anti-govern¬ 
ment and anti-organized labor and attack¬ 
ing of progressive positions. 

They hate when you say it, but there is no 
getting around it: Some of our most radical 
and uncompromising citizens helped create 
this situation. 

The political reality is that the govern¬ 
ment does affect us whether we want it to or 
not. Who is elected makes a big difference 
in many people’s lives. 

IS THERE NO DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN THE PARTIES? 

Sure, both parties can be frustrating and 
neither seems to get enough done for most 
of their supporters. The differences, how¬ 
ever, are very pronounced, unless your goal 
is a left-wing utopian state or a completely 
imagined reactionary America, in which 


case you probably lump all who disagree 
with you, regardless of their beliefs, togeth¬ 
er. But in the day-to-day real world, espe¬ 
cially for the poor, the working class, the 
unemployed, minorities, women, immi¬ 
grants, academics, and educators, there is a 
dramatic difference. 

There was a moment when a more pro¬ 
gressive future seemed not just possible, 
but likely. Despite the polls and the pundits, 
Bernie Sanders was gaining momentum. 
Bringing together Americans from all walks 
of life, it seemed like the liberal left was 
being revitalized as it hadn’t been in 
decades, with Sanders mobilizing a broad 
swath of citizens wanting serious social, 
economic, and political change. If nothing 
else, his candidacy was cer¬ 
tain to move the Democratic 
Party to the left as once- 
shunned positions became 
openly discussed topics. 

Unfortunately, it now 
seems that many Sanders 
supporters felt it was their 
way or the highway. 

Completely invested in the 
man, they seem to care 
more about his winning 
than actually achieving the 
vision he expressed. Instead of investing 
their future in the admittedly daunting 
effort of progressive politics, they were firm 
that, if elected, Sanders was going to be a 
magic bullet that would cure this country of 
what ails it. The more it became apparent 
that wasn’t going to happen, the more they 
turned on the liberal establishment. 

There is a political purity that remains 
untainted when it exists in people’s imagi¬ 
nations. Achieving actual goals is neither as 
neat nor as pretty. Along the way there 
seemed to be a growing assumption if 
Sanders was good, then Clinton was evil. If 
Clinton was winning she must be cheating. 
Every hint or accusation against her and 
the party, no matter how absurd, was 
enshrined as fact. 

There are obvious issues with Clinton, as 
there are with almost any career politician. 
Having accomplished less legislatively than 


many, Sanders is far less compromised. 
Clinton, having been a long-established 
leader, has always been a target. 

The unrelenting, decades-long right 
wing attack on her has known few limits, 
accusing her of every crime and misdeed 
imaginable, with graft, corruption, and 
even murder blatantly charged. Again and 
again the conservative establishment has 
attacked her not just with words but active 
investigations. This is par for most left¬ 
leaning politicians, but few have been 
attacked so unrelentingly and with such 
vitriol as Clinton. In almost every case 
nothing has come of these charges for what 
should be obvious reasons. Yet many who 
share her beliefs have come to buy what 
the right has been selling. 

If Clinton is the sellout 
claimed, why has the right 
worked so hard and so long 
against her? Why have so 
many leading conservative 
and reactionary voices 
attacked her at every turn? 
Is that really all elaborate 
subterfuge to mislead the 
American people? Why? 
Because it has to be point¬ 
ed out that many who make 
that charge also argue that Americans are 
deluded sheeple, leading one to wonder as 
to why then anyone would go to such 
lengths to fool them. 

Green Party candidate Jill Stein said, as 
has been oft cited online: “The terrible 
things that we expect from Donald Trump, 
we’ve actually already seen from Hillary 
Clinton.” 

Think about this for a second. Citing 
what Clinton has said on certain issues that 
is similar to what Trump is saying, Stein 
claims that Clinton has already done worse 
than what might happen under a Trump 
administration. If you buy that, well, there’s 
no arguing with you. It is dismissing what 
has been achieved by generations of left¬ 
leaning politicians in favor of a pure radical 
revolutionary dream. The claim is not just 
that Clinton’s track record is worse than 
Trump’s rhetoric, but that her political 


achievements have already damaged this 
country more than any potential failings of 
a Trump administration. 

Real-world politics is slow and hard. 
Eantasy-based revolutionary change is very 
easy, because it only happens in the imagi¬ 
nation, not in real life. 

The agenda for the left is about the drive 
for economic and social justice as well as 
equality and equal opportunity for all citi¬ 
zens regardless of race, religion, sexual 
persuasion, or ideology. Pushing a lessen¬ 
ing of spending on defense while an 
increase of spending for education, social 
services, and the infrastructure, it is about a 
more humane vision, a building up not a 
tearing down, the push for equal opportu¬ 
nity for all Americans. 

Though clearly utopian and idealistic, 
these are, after all, goals. Those of us who 
have been involved with progressive and 
leftist causes most of our lives have come to 
understand that movement forward is pos¬ 
sible. Many work every day toward that 
vision of bringing us together, rather than 
splitting us apart. There are victories in 
economic and social justice, none easily or 
readily achieved. And there are always far 
more losses. But maintaining and advanc¬ 
ing that agenda is done in a very workaday 
way by committed folks in the widest vari¬ 
ety of jobs. 

Sacrificing the welfare of many to make 
one feel righteous is not particularly pro¬ 
gressive. Labeling the choice between 
Clinton and Trump as the lesser of two evils 
is a way of privileging personal vision over 
everyday realities. And if you really believe 
there would not be much difference between 
a Trump or a Clinton administration, or if 
you espouse left-wing politics that Clinton 
is so bad that Trump has to be better, well, 
there really is nothing to say. 

Many of us are at an enormous disad¬ 
vantage here, and having worked much of 
our lives to advance a progressive agenda, 
we are truly scared that, in the name of 
political purity, the most hopeful mass 
leftist movement in recent years is going 
to end up handing the presidency to 
Donald Trump. ■

JUSTIN DANIEL DOMINGUEZ became the 

first inmate to die at the Travis County Jail this 
year when authorities found him unresponsive in 
his cell at about 10am on Saturday, June 11. 
Dominguez, 24, had been taken into custody the 
night before by APD, arrested for assault with inju¬ 
ry (family violence). The Travis County Sheriff’s 
Office said it doesn’t have a cause of death, but 
“there was no evidence of foul play.” 


THE TEXAS CHAPTER of the National

Will This One Make a Difference? 

ORLANDO COULD BE A TURNING POINT ... OR ELSE IT WONT BE 


So it happens again. 

I can’t add much of substance to my 
colleague Sarah Marloff’s immediate lam¬ 
entation online on the larger meaning of 
the Orlando massacre (“In 
the Wake of Orlando,” June 
13), nor to the international 
multimedia wave of report¬ 
ing, speculation, testimony, 
and commentary that has 
followed. But when 100 peo¬ 
ple have been gunned down, 
half or more fatally, by a 
hotheaded madman armed 
with a military-style assault 
weapon - and those people 
are specifically targeted 
because of their sexual and racial status - 
on behalf of all of us, everyone’s attention 
must be paid. 

That begins with mourning, of course, 
and moments of silence, vigils, blood and 
resource donations - all the small human 


things people do when tragedies happen, 
always knowing it’s never enough. Beyond 
these gestures, there is reaching for some 
larger wisdom about what should happen 
next, and on that score I also 
confess I’m fresh out of new 
ideas. As Americans, we’ve 
been talking about gay-bash¬ 
ing, racism, gun control, and 
so on, for decades, and most 
of the time it seems we’re 
just treading water, or more 
blood. I generally don’t care 
for defeatist arguments, but 
moments like this conjure 
more pessimism than hope. 
President Barack Obama 
has been particularly eloquent in the last few 
days on this subject, noting, for example, that 
Pulse was not simply a nightclub, but func¬ 
tioned also as “a place of solidarity” and civil 
rights activism for the LGBT community. 
“So this is a sobering reminder that attacks 


on any American,” he continued, “regardless 
of race, ethnicity, religion, or sexual orien¬ 
tation, is an attack on all of us and on the 
fundamental values of equality and dignity 
that define us as a country.” If that grace note 
sounds more wistful than actual, it marks 
how far we still have to go to make equality 
and dignity a reality for every American. 

DOING NOTHING 

After solidarity and mourning, there’s 
also the hard knowledge that racism, 
homophobia, and toxic masculinity are 
nourished and amplified in this country 
by the ready availability of guns, and more 
particularly of military-style weaponry. On 
that subject, Obama also remarked: “This 
massacre is therefore a further reminder 
of how easy it is for someone to get their 
hands on a weapon that lets them shoot 
people in a school, or in a house of wor¬ 
ship, or a movie theatre, or in a nightclub.

And we have to decide if that’s the kind of 
country we want to be. And to actively do 
nothing is a decision as well.” 

“Actively doing nothing” is an apt 
description of the GOP-led Congress (abet¬ 
ted by too many Democrats), which has 
blocked even minor limitations on acquir¬ 
ing homicidal weaponry. In Texas as else¬ 
where, the official reaction has been to 
make guns more ubiquitous rather than 
less. Perhaps there will be substantial 
grassroots backlash in the wake of this 
latest outrage; perhaps reasonable gun 
control will actually become an issue in the 
presidential campaign, featuring a national 
candidate so extreme that he might actu¬ 
ally generate an effective public movement 
against the ongoing madness. 

EVERYDAY HOMICIDES 

But it’s difficult to be optimistic, at 
least in the short term. There are more 
guns than people in the U.S., and as a 
group, we Americans, among so-called 
advanced nations, indulge to a unique 
extent in shooting and killing one another. 
A remarkable story in this week’s New 
York Times compares gun homicide rates 
in the U.S. to those in other “developed 
democracies.” The U.S. rate is 31 gun homi¬ 
cides per million people - “the equivalent 
of 27 people shot dead every day of the 
year.” The next closest countries, ranked 
proportionally (Greece, Canada, Ireland) - 
presuming a U.S. population scale - would 
be at fewer than five per day. 

IN THE LAST TWO WEEKS, 
THERE HAVE BEEN 20 U.S. 
MASS SHOOTINGS, INCLUDING 
THE ORLANDO MASSACRE. 

Thus far in June (through June 14), the 
Gun Violence Archive (www.gunviolence 
archive.org) reports that there have been 
20 U.S. “mass shootings” (four or more 
people shot), including the Orlando mas¬ 
sacre. Including more ordinary shootings 
(fewer than four injuries or deaths), during 
the last 72 hours (through June 15), the 
Archive reports 242 U.S. shootings. Even 
among some 320 million people, that’s a 
staggering record of everyday carnage. 
“Even if France had a mass shooting as 
deadly as the Paris attacks [130 deaths] 
every month,” reports the Times, “its annu¬ 
al rate of gun homicide death would be 
lower than that in the United States.” 

One wonders - is there something in the 
water? - all the while knowing there is in 
fact something in the culture that has gone 
frighteningly haywire. We have grown accus¬ 
tomed to a tolerance, even an enthusiasm, 
for massive violence on an international, 
national, and domestic scale, and only when 
the bloody numbers are imposing - Sandy 
Hook, San Bernardino, Orlando - does the 
carnage evoke much public attention, and 
then only briefly. Will this most recent mas¬ 
sacre finally make a difference, and trigger 
sufficient public pressure for real change? 
Work, hope, and wonder. ■ 


My, how time flies. With the first half of 
this year effectively eaten up with Uber petu¬ 
lance, City Council finds itself with just two 
more meetings before their summer hiatus, 
which comes right before they plunge into the 
annual budget work sessions, hearings, and 
meetings. So there’s a ridiculously small win¬ 
dow for pushing a major policy initiative 
through. But if there’s one thing everyone 
pretty much agrees on, it’s that Austin needs 
to invest in a big transportation fix. The ques¬ 
tion is, can we come to consensus on what 
that big transportation fix is? 

Mayor Steve Adler’s office issued another 
push this week to explain his bond proposal’s 
focus on turning Austin’s overburdened transit 
corridors into “Smart Corridors,” noting that 
almost half of Austin’s population lives within 
two miles of “these old state 
highways,” that “were not built 
to carry this much traffic. If we 
can turn [them] into Smart 
Corridors, we’ll be improving 
traffic congestion in a way that 
makes transit more effective 
and attractive and makes bik¬ 
ing and walking safer and 
more convenient.” 

Meanwhile, though, Council 
Members Greg Casar and 
Leslie Pool held a press conference Tuesday 
morning to propose “significant amendments 
to the mayor’s proposal,” to “focus less on 
widening roads, and more on supporting pub¬ 
lic transportation and promoting safety for 
our kids and seniors who need basic infra¬ 
structure like sidewalks and crosswalks.” 
Specifically, they would move $100 million 
from regional projects to local projects, “help¬ 
ing fund the Sidewalks, Trails, Bike, and 
Vision Zero plans,” and move $80 million 
from the corridor plans, to “underserved 
neighborhoods for safer routes to schools, 
improved bus stops, and sidewalks and 


pedestrian safety to daily necessities includ¬ 
ing transit stops.” Tuesday afternoon’s 
Council Mobility Committee meeting served 
to illuminate those differences, but probably 
did little to resolve them. 

Also at that meeting, a coalition of trans¬ 
portation advocates/activists, organized 
under the umbrella of the Central Austin 
Community Development Corp., pitched a 
light rail proposal: a minimum operable 
segment (M0S) to run down Lamar and 
Guadalupe from Crestview Station at Airport 
Blvd., to Republic Square Park, at Fourth St. 
They estimate the cost at just under $400 
million for this “starter line” that would be 
rapidly expandable to the south and north. If 
this plan looks familiar, that’s because it’s 
largely a reprise of what these same folks 

were proposing back in 2014, 
as a better alternative to that 
year’s failed rail bond. This is 
the time to do this, they 
insist; and they may be right, 
but it’s hard to see the politi¬ 
cal winds blowing there within 
the next eight days. 

But where will they blow? 
Mayor Adler has emphasized 
that the council needs to 
reach consensus quickly, if 
they’re to put anything onto the November 
ballot with a chance of success. And that’s 
almost surely right. So, the clock is ticking ... 
□ 

Also on Tuesday, Austin Music People 

sent a rather poignant letter to the mayor and 
City Council, urging them to take action steps 
to support the council’s recently adopted 
Music and Creative Ecosystem Omnibus 
Resolution - which urged policy changes and 
some investment to support the struggling 
music industry - and expressing their own 
priorities among the suggested initiatives. 
Unfortunately, there are no action steps on 


the horizon, but perhaps this is something a 
few council offices can work on over the 
break to get something moving by the fall. 

□ 

One thing that probably will get resolved is 
the loophole that exempts charter school 
developers from many city development regu¬ 
lations. City staff had hoped to find a compro¬ 
mise that the charter schools would agree to, 
and spare Council a contentious vote. But the 
charters, represented by developers’ lobbyist 
David Armbrust, have balked at complying with 
impervious cover limits and traffic studies 
- even though state law mandates equity with 
the rules ISDs develop under - so this one, 
after long delay, requires an up-or-down vote. 

□ 

Longer term, Council will have to deal with 
the simmering quagmire of malodorous quick¬ 
sand that is the CodeNEXT “process.” This 
Wednesday, a coalition including the Austin 
Apartment Association, Austin Board of 
Realtors, Real Estate Council of Austin, 
Home Builders Association of Greater 
Austin, and Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce issued an open letter complain¬ 
ing that: “It’s been four years since the road¬ 
map for CodeNEXT was laid out in Imagine 
Austin, and we’re still without a draft of the 
code. Today, the project is two years behind 
schedule, hundreds of thousands of dollars 
over budget and in jeopardy of collapsing 
under its own weight.” 

And while normally, these particular folks 
complaining about process is more or less 
like wolves complaining that no one is open¬ 
ing the gates to the sheep pens fast enough, 
and while I don’t agree with most of their 
specific recommendations for “improvements” 
to the code itself, they’ll get little argument 
from anyone on the stagnation at CodeNEXT 

So, there’s that, too. ■

Moving? 

MEMBERS TO TACKLE 
ZONING CASES, 
TRANSPORTATION, AND 
FAIR HOUSING 

There will be plenty of work to do at 
today’s (June 16) City Council meeting, 
although how much will actually be accom¬ 
plished is an open question. Nominally, it’s 
Council’s “zoning” meeting - that is, the 
recurrent 10-1 attempt to consolidate myriad 
zoning cases into one meeting to avoid bog¬ 
ging down more general-interest matters on 
other days. And there are indeed no less than 
32 zoning cases on the agenda, which - even 
with predictable postponements - presum¬ 
ably would offer a full day’s work. (The most 
embattled of these, the proposed Grove at 
Shoal Creek PUD, will be postponed until 
Aug. 11, per staff request, because it’s being 
heard at the Zoning and Platting Commission 
next week.) But it’s equally likely today that 
the zoning cases will be an afterthought to 
debates on transportation, the housing 
trust fund, fair-housing initiatives, library 
appropriations ... and much more. 

The current headline debate (“Dueling 
Bondage,” June 13) is over a November 
bond proposition - whether there should 
be one, and what it should contain. Mayor 
Steve Adler has proposed a $720 million 
package (Item 27) whose main focus would 
be existing “corridor plans” - long-term 
workups of projects needed on seven major 
city corridors (Riverside, Airport, Lamar, 
Burnet, etc.) that would make those streets 
more multimodal and promote denser, tran¬ 



sit-sustaining residential development. 
Other funds would go to “regional” projects, 
on the one hand, and “local” projects (side¬ 
walks, trails, etc.) on the other. 

Nevertheless, two of the mayor’s co-spon¬ 
sors (Council Members Greg Casar and 
Leslie Pool) will be offering amendments to 
his plan, not to expand the total funding but 
to change the proportions to better favor 
the local projects, particularly non-single¬ 
occupancy vehicle projects. In a statement 
preceding a Tuesday morning press confer¬ 
ence, Casar said, “I believe a vision for a 


more livable, smart, mobile, and just Austin 
is better served with significant amend¬ 
ments to the mayor’s current proposal.” As 
summarized in a subsequent post to Coun¬ 
cil’s message board, Casar and Pool would 
move the $100 million proposed by the 
mayor for “regional mobility projects” - 
some outside the city limits and aimed at 
suburban commuters - into the “local” 
sidewalk-etc.-safety category, cut the corri¬ 
dor’s $500 million to $420 million, and move 
that $80 million into “underserved” neigh¬ 
borhoods for more local projects. (The “Get 


Austin Moving” coalition of organizations, 
which has begun agitating for a bond, is 
weighted toward groups wanting more bike/ 
pedestrian/mass transit options.) 

The mayor has asked for discussion today 
and next week, with potential action for the 
June 23 meeting, which is their last sched¬ 
uled meeting until August, when they’ll 
already be deep into budget work sessions. 
If Council gets down into the programmatic 
weeds today - and other voices on the dais 
have expressed yet other priorities - zoning 
cases may be waiting for a while. 



Cactus Rose Supporters Ask for Delay on Rezoning 


A coalition of activists held a press conference last 
Thursday to ask City Council to postpone its decision 
on the Lenox Oaks rezoning application, an item on 
Council’s June 16 agenda. Oden Hughes, the develop¬ 
ment company that filed the application last year, 
wants to rezone the Montopolis property where the 
Cactus Rose Mobile Home Park currently resides to 
accommodate a new multifamily market-rate apart¬ 
ment complex as well as retail. 

The coalition at the press conference, led by Susana 
Almanza of PODER, included representatives from 
Austin’s NAACP, Sierra Club, and Austin Neighborhoods 
Council. In a press release, the group pushed for a propos¬ 
al approved a few weeks ago by Cactus Rose residents, 
mostly low-income people of color, which calls for Oden 
Hughes to buy new trailers for the residents, to be located 
either on the property or on city-owned land. The devel¬ 
oper’s current offer to residents is up to $5,000 for relo¬ 


cation assistance. “We’re asking City Council to do the 
right thing,” said Daniel Llanes at the press conference. 

Serve the People, another group in attendance, is 
pushing for a more radical stance. The group runs “free 
stores” in Montopolis, providing residents with basic 
necessities like food, clothing, and child-care products. 
STP has been active in the Cactus Rose case for the 
past couple of months and has provided food and 
water at neighborhood meetings. A spokesperson for 
the group, who wished to remain anonymous, thinks 
that this is not a case of relocation but a violent remov¬ 
al of working-class people from their homes. In their 
opinion, none of the proposals on the table address 
rising rent prices. “The working class and poor of the 
southeast side will suffer the same fate as other neigh¬ 
borhoods unless we come together and fight as much 
as it takes,” they said. “Montopolis will be the grave of 
gentrification.” - Joseph Caterine 


A coalition gathered June 9 in support of Cactus Rose Mobile Home Park residents facing dislocation. 
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A few of the other high-profile matters 
are fallout from last week’s rather strange 
meeting (June 9), comprising only eight 
council members because the mayor and 
CMs Delia Garza and Ann Kitchen were all 
in D.C. supporting the city’s final pitch for 
the U.S. Department of Transportation’s 
Smart City Challenge (see “Down to the 
Last Pitch,” June 9). Six votes were still 
required for any action, and with only eight 
members on the dais, the conservative bloc 
(CMs Don Zimmerman, Ellen Troxclair, 
and Sheri Gallo) discovered they could flex 
their muscles (at least temporarily). Mayor 
Pro Tern Kathie Tovo, presiding, had to 
walk through the consent agenda item by 
item, with several 5-3 or 5-2-1 votes (with 
variations) that killed proposals that under 
a full quorum would have readily passed as 
a group on consent. 

The outcome was largely symbolic - 
just additional delay, a persistent reflex of 
this council - as City Manager Marc Ott 
indicated that because of the unusual cir¬ 
cumstances, staff-proposed items that 
appear to have dais support but were 
killed by too small a majority would 
return to future agendas. That included 
both some central library equipment and 
materials funding, and all of $100,000 to 
increase indigent health services - both 
will likely be waved through this week, 
unless Zimmerman, et al. decide to make 
a fuss for show. Also delayed were final 
decisions on whether to bite the bullet on 
the expensive acquisition of police body 
cameras and related hardware, as well as 
license-plate readers - but those propos¬ 
als won’t return until at least June 23. 
Other items to watch: 

• Item 35: A committee-recommended 
“Fair Housing Initiative” (carried by 
Casar) that could include inclusionary zon¬ 
ing, affordable housing, the Housing Trust 
Rmd (also subject of Item 30), housing 
diversity, etc. 

• Item 26: A potential increase in the resi¬ 
dential property tax exemption for seniors 
and the disabled (sponsor Gallo, who last 
week on principle wouldn’t vote for any new 
General Fund expenditures, apparently 
considers this spending in a different cate¬ 
gory). 

• Item 23: Amending the ordinance regard¬ 
ing driver permitting for transportation 
network companies, including setting the 
rules on what prior offenses would disqual¬ 
ify an applicant. 

• Items 72-75: Four “time-certain” public 
hearings, nominally scheduled for 4pm, 
including the contentious amendment of 
the Land Development Code to make devel¬ 
opment regs for charter schools match 
those for regular public schools; the poten¬ 
tial adoptions of both the Sidewalk Master 
Plan/ADA Transition Plan; and the South 
Central Waterfront Small Area Plan. 

There’s lots more where all that came 
from, not to mention those 32 zoning cases. 
However, since this is a “zoning” meeting, 
Council will save time by dispensing with 
proclamations and music. As an alternative, 
I’d suggest a few choruses of Howlin’ Wolf’s 
“Goin’ Down Slow.” - Michael King 
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Police, ENS Staffers Not Happy 

EMPLOYEE SURVEYS SHOW LOW MORALE 


The Austin Police Association executed 
a bit of public venting last week when it 
released a morale survey suggesting mem¬ 
bership’s got a problem with Police Chief 
Art Acevedo and the way that he’s been 
running things. Well, half the member¬ 
ship’s got the problem. Or maybe it’s a 
quarter. Put it this way: 883 members of the 
local union’s full body of 1,728 due-paying 
members (51.1%) filled out a morale survey. 
Half of those officers surveyed aren’t happy 
with their department. 

The survey was conducted during a two- 
day stretch in mid-May, two weeks after an 
APA complaint led to a high-profile disci¬ 
plining of Acevedo by City Manager Marc 
Ott, in which Acevedo was docked five 
days’ pay (see “Ott and Acevedo at Odds,” 
May 6 - and you can see the full results 
online with this story). In general, it por¬ 
trays a participating membership that, like 
most public safety departments (not to 
mention most local unions), has grown 
overworked and underserved. 54.5% of the 


participants classified APD morale as pres¬ 
ently “poor,” with 30.9% voting “fair” and 
only 13.2% suggesting it’s “good.” Voters 
were in agreement about their problems at 
APD: 47% (414 members) suggested the 
department could use new leadership; 42% 
(374 members) pointed to a need for more 
officers in the wake of the current staffing 
shortage (where vacancies have risen to 
150). Only 29% agreed at all that officers 
receive an adequate amount of continual 
training to do their job safely. 

Specifically concerning Acevedo, voting 
members suggested that the chief is “often 
arbitrary or politically-driven in high-profile 
disciplinary cases” (704 of the 883 agreed to 
some degree with that sentiment) and more 
than 65% thought the chief often “relies on 
fear and retaliation in managing the depart¬ 
ment.” More than half of those polled sug¬ 
gested the boss could improve his openness 
and honesty in “dealings with subordinates.” 
The survey’s final question, a vote of confi¬ 
dence in the chief, yielded 195 yays, 362 



nays, and 301 who were uncertain. Chief 
Acevedo issued a written statement follow¬ 
ing the survey’s release, saying that he was 
“excited at the opportunity this survey pro¬ 
vides to address the concerns raised.” 

Though the APA’s fondness for Acevedo 
has waned in recent years, it’s no surprise 
that the association held off on running a 
morale survey like this one until recently, as 
the fallout from the David Joseph shooting 
- and subsequent indefinite suspension of 
Officer Geoffrey Freeman, which member¬ 
ship invokes throughout the survey - has

NEW MEDICAL DIRECTOR FOR AUSTIN/TRAVIS COUNTY 


Austin and Travis County have themselves a 
new medical director. On Friday, City Manager 
Marc Ott announced the hiring of Dr. Mark E. 
Escott, currently the director of the Division of 
the Emergency Medical Services/Disaster 
Medicine at Baylor College of Medicine in Hous¬ 
ton. He’s set to take over for acting Medical 
Director Dr. Mark Ackrell as of Sept. 1. 

Escott (who also works as an assistant 
professor of emergency medicine and directs 
Baylor’s EMS Collaborative Research Group 
and EMS Fellowship program) assumes a 
position that’s come under scrutiny of late, 
largely due to the work of former Medical 
Director Dr. Paul Hinchey, who resigned last 
June to take a job in the private sector with 
Evolution Health after six years on the job. 
Though never admitted publicly, conversation 
around ATCEMS circles suggests that 


Hinchey left in the wake of mounting pres¬ 
sure from the Austin-Travis County EMS 
Employee Association, which objected to 
many of his practices. Specifically, in 2012, 
Hinchey implemented a change to ATCEMS’ 
staffing model to make ambulances once 
staffed by two paramedics instead be staffed 
by one paramedic and one emergency medi¬ 
cal technician (EMT) - a model that emergen¬ 
cy medical services around the country 
employ but was never the preferred practice 
in Austin-Travis County, where two paramed¬ 
ics would staff each ambulance. 

Hinchey also had a propensity for decertify¬ 
ing paramedics and technicians who he 
believed violated prescribed standards - that 
is, he could revoke their medical credentials 
and make it such that they couldn’t work on 
ambulances. The practice was highly scruti¬ 



nized by staff and public 
safety advocates alike, yet 
came with no official over¬ 
sight. Hinchey - as the 
chief overseer of all clinical 
care throughout the entirety 
of the county’s EMS sys¬ 
tems - had full power to 
revoke any license he saw 
fit, and did not have to face 
any type of appeal process. 

(See “High Stress at EMS,” 

May 8, 2015, for more on 
Hinchey’s methods.) 

Though it wasn’t explicitly agreed upon 
with the union, ATCEMSEA President Tony 
Marquardt doesn’t expect to see those 
same types of practices carry over to 
Escott’s reign. In fact, Marquardt told the

Escott, 
at the time the MD in Montgomery County, 
was among those who met with the union. 
Marquardt described him as being “very use¬ 
ful” to the process, and sympathetic to the 
concerns that arise when medical directors

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back, and nobody there is happier. The sur¬ 
vey, second in a series of local studies con¬ 
ducted by UT professor Noel Landuyt, sug¬ 
gests that 43% of medics feel disengaged 
with the department and 41% feel only 
moderately engaged (57% of the depart¬ 
ment’s uniformed staff of about 450 com¬ 
pleted the survey). Medics and EMTs 
seemed content with their pay and salaries 
but felt, as usual with ATCEMS, as though 
executive staff wasn’t communicating with 
its rank-and-file, or being attentive to their 
problems. 

The results were “fairly consistent” with 
the first survey, conducted in 2012, said 
ATCEMSEA president Tony Marquardt. “It 
was good to follow through to completion. 
The first time we did it, we had a suicide. As 
Dr. Landuyt pointed out, when you take 
those, they’re a snapshot in time. So you 
want to do a couple of them. It came out 
about the same. I think the things that the 
association was responsible for rated higher 
than the others. The difference is that it 
showed, because of the practices, that the 
people start to have a greater dissatisfaction 
among each other. In the first one there was 
more unity.” - Chase Hoffberger

demonstrate a propensity for decertifying 
medics whenever they see fit. He said Escott 
“has the closest background of the known 
[applicants] to what the city has currently.” 

All told, the process to permanently 
replace Hinchey took a year and two acting 
medical directors. (Dr. Jose Cabanas 
assumed the role upon Hinchey’s Sept. 2 
departure but left later that fall.) Marquardt 
reports that he wasn’t kept updated on the 
search until receiving a late May email invit¬ 
ing him to participate in the interview pro¬ 
cess after the field of candidates had been 
whittled down to four from an initial pool of 37.

Data Integrity Issues 
Plague STAAR Testing 


More bad news for Educational Testing 
Service, the company that provides the bulk 
of school tests for Texas students: Education 
Commissioner Mike Morath has basically 
scrapped much of this year’s exams due to 
massive and continuing problems with the 
whole system. 

When Gov. Greg Abbott appointed Morath, 
a Dallas Independent School District 

trustee, to become education commissioner 
last year, public school advocates feared they 
would soon clash with the notorious and out¬ 
spoken reformer. Instead, he is going full 
bore after their shared nemeses in the test¬ 
ing industry. On June 10, Morath announced 
that ongoing problems with the State of 
Texas Assessments of Academic Readi¬ 
ness (STAAR) tests provided by ETS have 
reached such dire levels that he was remov¬ 
ing the requirements for students to pass 
reading and math at grades five and eight, 


and canceling the retesting scheduled for 
June 21-22. 

Normally, if students fail a STAAR test 
three times, they must go before a Grade 
Placement Committee to assess what 
additional assistance, if any, they need 
before moving up a grade. Instead, Morath 
wrote, districts “should use local discretion 
and all relevant and available academic infor¬ 
mation to make promotion/retention deci¬ 
sions for these students as you see fit, such 
as the recommendation of the teacher and 
the student’s grade in each subject.” 

While the cancellation takes the pressure 
off students, it also denies districts a poten¬ 
tially powerful tool. Edmund Oropez, Austin 
ISD’s chief officer for Teaching and Learning, 
voiced appreciation for Morath’s decision, but 
added, “It is unfortunate that ETS continues 
to have data integrity issues, as we use 
STAAR data as one of our markers for track- 


Subversion Not OK at RRISD 


Round Rock ISD is facing accusations of 
censorship after canceling a series of class¬ 
room visits from a children’s author. The writ¬ 
er has said it is because he previously pro¬ 
moted a book with a trans protagonist, but 
the district says it’s because he may encour¬ 
age kids to disobey their parents. 

Writer and literacy advocate Phil Bildner 
has visited schools around the world, talking 
about books and recommending texts to 
grade-schoolers. A former New York City 
Public Schools teacher, for the 
last eight years his itinerary 
has included RRISD, and last 
December he was invited to 
return to its campuses. But on 
June 2, he posted an apology 
to the communities at those 
schools, saying that he had 
been contacted via email by 
Library Services Director Ami 
Uselman, who had summarily 
canceled the visits. 

Bildner said that Uselman did 
not give him an explanation, but 
he voiced his own theory via the 
American Library Association 
blog. In September and October 
of 2015, he made his annual 
visits to RRISD campuses: Bildner wrote, “We 
talk about characters who are different than 
us. Look different. Believe different things. 
Dress differently. Because when we read, we 
develop a better understanding of the human 
experience.” As part of that remit, at seven of 
the campuses he discussed George, an 
award-winning book by Alex Gino about a 
transgender girl. Suddenly, he found that he 
was being followed by a senior administrator 
for the remaining six presentations. Bildner 


wrote, “I’ve been visiting the Round Rock 
schools every year since 2007. I can count on 
one hand the number of times an administra¬ 
tor from any district has stayed for even a por¬ 
tion of my presentations prior to last year.” 
Kristin Pekoll, the ALA’s assistant director for 
intellectual freedom, has encouraged her asso¬ 
ciation’s members to put pressure on RRISD 
to explain and reconsider their decision. She 
cited the Library Bill of Rights, adopted by the 
ALA in 1939: “Libraries should challenge cen¬ 
sorship in the fulfillment of their 
responsibility to provide infor¬ 
mation and enlightenment.” 

However, the district has its 
own version of events. In a writ¬ 
ten statement, RRISD Communi¬ 
cations and Community 
Relations executive director 
Corey Ryan said the decision 
had not been made because of 
Bildner’s recommendation. 
Instead, he wrote, “In multiple 
presentations last year, Mr. 
Bildner made a statement to 
students regarding not listening 
to the grownups in their lives.” 
Rather than lauding Bildner as 
being in the same rich literary 
tradition of subversive kids’ authors like Lewis 
Carroll, Roald Dahl, and Lemony Snicket, dis¬ 
trict leadership decided “the message was not 
in alignment with the values of Round Rock 
ISD [and] decided it was in the best interest of 
students to allocate our financial resources to 
bring different authors to our schools.” 

Bildner responded via Facebook, calling 
RRISD’s explanation a “false narrative.” He 
added, “I’m genuinely embarrassed for them.”

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ing student progress.” To ensure that strug¬ 
gling students can get the help they need, 
AISD has confirmed it will still run summer 
schools, and expects students already 
enrolled to complete the session. 

This is the latest failing grade for ETS after 
only a year providing the STAAR tests. In 
2015, the TEA dumped longtime contractor 
Pearson Education after years of com¬ 
plaints about the quality and cost of their 
services. However, ETS is faring little better. 

In April, 14,220 Texas test-takers - including 
9,000 special education students - found 
themselves locked out of their online exams, 
due to a bug in ETS’ systems (see “No Quick 
Answers on STAAR Glitch,” April 15). Around 
the same time, Houston-area superinten¬ 


dents representing over 1.1 million students 
wrote a letter to Morath listing dozens of 
problems with the tests, how they were deliv¬ 
ered and administered, and how ETS 
responded to complaints. The list included 
everything from exams shipped without blank 
answer sheets, to districts having to pay UPS 
to pick up completed tests, to the results for 
7,000 testers being included in the wrong 
district’s data file. One school reported that 
their end-of-course tests were originally deliv¬ 
ered to a church, and then turned up at the 
campus at 8pm “in the back of a pickup cov¬ 
ered with a tarp.” Morath’s decision came the 
day after Eanes ISD confirmed that ETS had 
“misplaced” the district’s STAAR tests for 
grades 3-8.

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APPEAL RESTS ON NEW RESEARCH INTO SHAKEN BABY SYNDROME 
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Shaken Science 


To have his federal habeas attorneys tell it, Robert 
Roberson is “dim-witted” and “mentally ill” The 49-year- 
old, sentenced to death in 2003 for the 2002 death of his 
2-year-old daughter Nikki Curtis, was a “drug abusing petty 
criminal with a long family history of serious mental health 
issues,” attorneys James Volberding and John Wright have 
said. But did that make him a ruthless killer? No, Volberding 
and Wright argued in a Sept. 2010 application for habeas 
relief made to the U.S. District Court of the Eastern District 
of Texas. Their client 
“probably did contrib¬ 
ute” to the death of his 
daughter: “Just not 
knowingly or inten¬ 
tionally. Roberson is 
not the worst of the 
worst. Not even close.” 

The two attorneys 
suggested a modified 
conviction of man¬ 
slaughter, and a sen¬ 
tence of 20 years. 

Much of the old 
argument hinged on 
the manner in which 
Nikki is believed to have died, and the way Anderson 
County District Attorney Doug Lowe manipulated the trial 
process to elevate the jury’s belief in the ruthlessness of the 
crime. According to Roberson, Nikki died during a night 
when he was left alone with her and was high on drugs. 
Prosecutors said he shook her, hard, when he was angry 
with her - hard enough that she slipped into a coma. When 
that happened, they said, he put her in bed, and left her 
there for hours. Nikki was only taken to a hospital after 
being checked on five hours later, at which point it was 
discovered she was not breathing. 

Roberson has maintained his innocence since the day 
he was arrested, saying that Nikki died after landing on 


her head during a fall from her bed. Medical profession¬ 
als who testified at his trial quickly dismissed his claims 
as unlikely. 

An examination of Nikki’s body by a nurse upon her 
arrival at the Palestine Regional Medical Center revealed a 
“superficial tear to Nikki’s anal cavity” and a rate of dila¬ 
tion to the anal canal that was considered faster than usual, 
suggesting what Roberson’s attorneys described as “theo¬ 
retical sexual penetration.” Dallas pediatrician Dr. Janet 

Squires found no evi¬ 
dence of any sexual 
abuse, however - no 
deformities to her 
anal cavity, bruises, or 
markings on her vagi¬ 
na. Squires testified 
at trial that she found 
no semen or traces of 
sexually transmitted 
bacteria. She noted 
that the anal cavity 
usually dilates in the 
comatose state due to 
the nervous system 
shutting down. 

The notion that Roberson sexually abused his daughter 
that night ultimately became irrelevant during trial. Lowe 
ultimately even attempted to have that charge dismissed. 
(Capital murder indictments can be secured in cases in 
which a murder occurs during a felony, is premeditated, or 
involves a victim who is younger than 6, making Roberson 
a candidate under two circumstances.) In appeals, 
Volberding and Wright argued that the notion of sexual 
abuse was only important to Lowe at the beginning of the 
trial: By securing an indictment of sexual assault from the 
grand jury, Lowe would have an easier time turning the 
jury against Roberson, thus making a death sentence - a 
more appropriate penalty, he considered, for the high-pro¬ 


file death of a small girl in a small town - a more likely 
outcome. Roberson’s trial attorneys John Vanmeter and 
Steve Evans used a strategy that pointed to Roberson’s 
longstanding mental illness, though they never actually 
argued that their client was insane, which would have 
raised questions of cruel and unusual punishment. 

Since a final judgment was rendered in federal court in 
Sept. 2014, Roberson’s effort has shifted away from the 
mental illness angle and instead toward the argument that 
“Shaken Baby Syndrome” (aka “Abusive Head Trauma”) is 
a phenomenon rooted in junk science. Much of that shift 
has been Roberson’s doing. In 2014, after learning of a 
Houston case involving a newfound understanding of SBS, 
Roberson wrote a letter to the 5th Circuit Court of Appeals 
asking that he be granted new counsel. That request even¬ 
tually led to the Texas Defender Service taking his case to 
the U.S. Supreme Court, where it ultimately failed. 

On June 8, two weeks before his pending execution, 
Gretchen Sween, an attorney with the Office of Capital 
Writs, filed two applications for relief (one in Roberson’s trial 
court and another with the Court of Criminal Appeals) as 
well as a motion with the trial court for a stay of execution. 
In each application, Sween argues that new forensic science 
could rebuke previous theorems of SBS, and corroborate 
Roberson’s claims that Nikki - who had a temperature of 
104.5 degrees only two days before her death - did fall from 
her bed. Among the claims, Sween has argued that Nikki’s 
lack of any serious neck injuries indicates that she was not 
in fact shaken, and that the science surrounding SBS has 
evolved enough to change the course of Roberson’s case. 

“The prior medical understanding was that a specific set 
of symptoms could be viewed together as categorical proof 
of SBS/AHT,” Sween wrote. “More specifically, in 2002-2003, 
when Robert was tried, the medical community invited doc¬ 
tors to infer conclusively that a child had been violently 
shaken from the presence of three symptoms: retinal hem¬ 
orrhaging, subdural hematoma/hemorrhaging, and edema 
or brain swelling.” 

Roberson is scheduled to be executed on Tuesday, June 
21. As we go to press, he’s still awaiting a response from the 
trial court and CCA. Should his latest efforts be denied, 
Roberson will be the seventh Texan executed this year and 
the 538th since Texas reinstated the death penalty in 1976.

APD’s DNA Lab Shutters 


The Austin Police Department will oper¬ 
ate without the use of its own DNA lab for 
the next four to six months. As the depart¬ 
ment scrambles to get on board with a few 
standard operating procedures that recently 
brought the lab under the scrutiny of the 
Texas Forensic Science Commission, it 
will need to outsource any new cases plus a 
backlog of 1,300 cases to crime labs 
throughout the region. 

Last week, Police Chief Art Acevedo 
noted that the shutdown was strictly volun¬ 
tary, though conceding that it arrived as a 
result of ongoing conversations the depart¬ 
ment has had with FSC “for several months.” 
(FSC representatives made two recent visits 
to APD’s Eastside lab in late May and early 
June.) Acevedo attributed the shutdown in 
part to the death of the lab’s latest supervi¬ 
sor - who worked in a supervisory role for 22 
months, the bulk of the last six spent on 
family and medical leave, before he died of 
cancer - saying that the department is 
already making efforts to find a new scientist 
to lead the Biology and DNA division. He 


called the shutdown “an inconvenience” that 
“could present some problems.” 

“We need to have our own crime lab,” Ace¬ 
vedo said. “If you don’t have your own crime 
lab, you are not masters of your own destiny 
in terms of prioritizing your own cases.” 

APD’s plan right now is to send case sam¬ 
ples to both the crime lab at the Department of 
Public Safety and to private labs around Central 
Texas, with priority placed on cases that involve 
homicides, sexual assaults, and “cases that 
pose an immediate threat to the public.” 

A letter issued Friday from FSC attorney 
Lynn Garcia and presiding officer Vincent Di 
Maio suggests that issues at APD’s crime lab 
were longstanding. Since 2010, it said, lab sci¬ 
entists “misunderstood the language” of two 
necessary guidelines of DNA evidence to use 
an “ineffective” method of assessing whether 
or not to amplify certain pieces of DNA evi¬ 
dence. The lab employed an observationally 
based method of DNA study known as “quant- 
based stochastic threshold” - that is, the 
criteria used to determine if DNA evidence 
should be amplified was not primarily rooted in 



actual data points - an error of practice the 
FSC deemed “neither scientifically valid nor 
supported by the forensic DNA community.” 

The letter noted that APD’s use of these 
arbitrary thresholds was the primary reason 
for the site assessment. Garcia and Di Maio 
said that while some labs around the country 


use two thresholds - one observational and 
another based on analytical data - FSC has 
identified “no other laboratory in Texas, or 
elsewhere” that chose a quant-based ST 
after the Scientific Working Group on DNA 
Analysis Methods first recommended using 
analytical data points in 2010. Further, they 
wrote, the analysts at APD’s lab “were aware 
the quant-based ST was ineffective.” 

The FSC found other issues as well, includ¬ 
ing reported data being incorrectly stored, 
incorrectly prepared dilutions, routine devia¬ 
tions from pre-established industry protocols, 
documentation failures, and inconsistencies 
with how evidence was matched between 
suspects and victim reference profiles. The 
five-page letter suggested that more recom¬ 
mendations could be coming after the com¬ 
missioners’ quarterly meeting on July 9. 

Garcia and Di Maio wrote that the FSC was 
already aware of the temporary shutdown 
when it issued its letter Friday, and com¬ 
mended the department for beginning the 
process of arranging for new lab leadership: 
“This proactive approach should allow the 
APD DNA Lab to emerge as a strong forensic 
DNA laboratory in the long-term,” they wrote.

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Plain Speaking About 
Complex Things 

Robert Jensen on his book Plain Radical

Robert Jensen’s 10 books range from 
fairly scholarly approaches to political 
questions - free speech, pornography and 
inequality, racism and white privilege, the 
religious activism of a nonbeliever - but all, 
as he says, are written “for a general audi¬ 
ence, not for academic specialists.” Despite 
his institutional bona fides (he’s a prolific 
scholar and a full professor in UT-Austin’s 
School of Journalism), he has a rare gift 
among academic writers for combining cul¬ 
tural theory with everyday human context, 
in a plain-speaking style that engages read¬ 
ers without pandering. Although his prima¬ 
ry work is teaching, writing, and speaking, 
he’s always maintained a secondary occupa¬ 
tion as a political organizer, sinking effort 
and resources into union and co-op work, 
anti-pornography efforts, and such ongoing 
local projects as the Third Coast Activist 
Resource Center, a sort of DIY progressive 
think tank. 

It’s as a prolific writer that Jensen has 
had the most public impact, and his most 
recent book, Plain Radical: Living, Loving, 
and Learning to Leave the Planet Gracefully 
(Soft Skull Press/Counterpoint), is also his 
most personal. Conceived as a memoir and 
tribute to his close friend and mentor, the 
late Jim Koplin of Minneapolis, the book 
is also an intellectual autobiography, spe¬ 
cifically a tale of the author’s awakening 
to “radical” ideas: “Not radical in the sense 
of dangerously extreme or a fanatical ideo¬ 


logue,” as he describes Koplin, “but instead 
radical in its most basic meaning - going 
deep, to the root of a problem.” Jensen met 
Koplin in 1988, when Koplin was a retired 
psychology professor volunteering in local 
activist groups, and Jensen was just begin¬ 
ning his graduate studies in journalism at 
the University of Minnesota. Jensen credits 
Koplin with dramatically transforming his 
perspective on politics, culture, and “plain 


living,” and says he was not alone in experi¬ 
encing Koplin’s remarkable influence. The 
two men became friends and activist col¬ 
leagues, and remained close until Koplin’s 
death, at 79, in December of 2012. 

EMINENTLY SENSIBLE RADICAL 

I spoke to Jensen recently about 
Koplin, what the relationship meant in his 
own life and work, his decision to write 
about Koplin, and how this book fits into 


Jensen’s current perspective on the human 
prospect. Of Koplin, he reiterated, “He 
had a profound influence on how I came 
to think about intellectual life, politics, 
virtually everything. ... And I eventually 
learned that he had this kind of influence 
on the lives of a large number of people. 
He was never a very public 
person - he wasn’t a writer, 
he wouldn’t put himself out 


front. He brought wisdom 
to the people in his circle.” 

Koplin was quiet, dedicated, “behind the 
scenes” (he was known locally as a hands- 
on master of papier-mache puppets for the¬ 
atre groups and demonstrations). “It struck 
me as important to write about him; there 
was an elegance about the way he thought 
about the world.” 

Jensen recalls Koplin’s influence on him 
as “personal, professional, political, and 


intellectual,” and said the friendship 
came at a perfect moment. “As a 
young journalist in mainstream jour¬ 
nalism [prior to graduate school], I 
was preoccupied with the story of the 
day, and trained to be politically neu¬ 
tral and to not entertain any larger 
ideas about what you’re reporting. 
It’s hard to develop any coherent 
political critique. ... Jim showed me 
what it’s like to have a coherent framework 
to understand the world. He came from a 
radical position on all fronts. I had been 
trained to think of radicals as sort of crazy, 
but he seemed eminently sensible to me. ... 
So he was an introduction to radical think¬ 
ing and radical politics, that just sort of fell 
into place. 

“On a personal level, we just resonated 
as friends. We were both from the upper 
Midwest, we had both been kind of odd¬ 
ball kids - boys who didn’t fit into tra¬ 
ditional masculine norms.” After a time, 
Jensen said, the friendship deepened into 
a romantic and sexual one, although it 
didn’t remain so. Had he been surprised? 
“Well, pretty much the last 30 years of my 
life, everything’s a surprise,” Jensen said 
with a laugh. “I was married, with a child, 
and that marriage had broken up shortly 
after I’d met Jim, in part because of doubts 
about my sexual orientation. Was I gay, was 
I straight, was I bi? I’m not sure I knew 
then, and I’m not sure I know now.” (For 
the record, Jensen currently lives in South 
Austin with his wife, singer-songwriter 
Eliza Gilkyson, whom he married in 2007.) 

Jensen says one of his running jokes with 
Koplin went simply, “How did a boy from 
Fargo, North Dakota, end up here?” (a gag 
carried over into Plain Radical, as a section 
head, “What Is a Boy From Fargo Doing 
Writing This Book?”) Koplin was perhaps 
the first “openly gay” man whom he knew 
closely as a friend, and “it’s not surpris¬ 
ing that a more intimate connection had 
emerged,” although the two men were sepa¬ 
rated by 25 years. Eventually 
Jensen realized (although 
Koplin was the first to 
acknowledge) that the sexual 
relationship had reached an 
end. Jensen recalls, “It was 
a really wonderful phase of 
our relationship, but also a 
very painful one, because we 
couldn’t sustain it. But Jim 
remained willing to hang in 
there with me through all 

* of that difficult transition, 
si My relationship with him 
J was unique - that personal 
o dimension was very intense. 
| And later, partly because of 

* that, it became important for 
me to carry on his vision of the world into a 
more public place.” 

Returning to the notion of a “plain radi¬ 
cal,” Jensen describes Koplin’s politics as 
grounded in “a lot of work” - physical 
and intellectual, and closely tied to both 
his community activism and his urban 
garden. Koplin had the varied, hands-on 
skills of a man raised on a human-scale

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farm. Although he’d also been a professor, 
he expressed himself in “plain language,” 
not the academic theorizing Jensen was 
hearing in his graduate courses. “Among 
political circles and academic circles, 
there’s often a premium placed on jargon 
and complicated language,” notes Jensen. 
“Another thing Jim gave me, was to show 
that you could articulate all these things in 
plain language; that you could grapple with 
the complexity of the world, yet convey 
that to people in language that was per¬ 
fectly understandable. He helped me avoid 
the temptation of always trying to sound 
too smart.” 

A HUMANE WORLD 

To a degree, Plain Radical is a mel¬ 
ancholy book, not only because it is an 
extended eulogy for a friend, but in the 
larger sense suggested by the subtitle’s 
close, “learning to leave the planet grace¬ 
fully.” Koplin was among the first people 
Jensen met who was fully conscious of 
the worldwide environmental dangers, and 
“earlier than any person I know” to ponder 
“the unsustainability of the high-technolo¬ 
gy world” under contemporary pressures of 
population growth, pollution, and exhaus¬ 
tive extraction of resources. Koplin’s par¬ 
ticular death - taken quite suddenly by a 
cold that became pneumonia - becomes a 
synecdoche for the potentially imminent 
death of the ecosystem. “He thought a 
lot about that, globally and personally. He 


would say, ‘It might be that our last task 
as humans is to leave the planet grace¬ 
fully.’” Koplin particularly insisted that “if 
you assume technology is going to save us, 
you’re misreading history.” 

Jensen argues (here and elsewhere) that 
there is no contradiction between his own 
progressive activism and his larger, data- 
driven sense that the world is an increas¬ 
ingly endangered place, physically and 
politically. “And even if there will be mas¬ 
sive social dislocations or violence - what¬ 
ever is coming down the pike - we still have 
the capacity to make the world more or less 
humane. ... We can try to affect politics, 
to change public policy, that’s one track. 
And the other track is to try to live out val¬ 
ues and create community on the ground. 
They’re not mutually exclusive.” 

Can a sense of imminent ecological disas¬ 
ter lead to a commonplace cultural and 
political defeatism? Faced with the forebod¬ 
ing science and the daily news, “people 
can feel defeated and paralyzed,” Jensen 
says. “But it’s not my reaction, and it wasn’t 
Jim’s.” The universal and the local con¬ 
ditions are not opposed, he argues, but 
“different facets of the same reality.” For 
himself, Jensen says, “I’m trying to find 
ways to make a contribution as the world 
changes and I get older. My awareness of 
the scope of the problems has changed,” he 
concludes, “but you react to the moment of 
history that you’re in with the skills that 
you have.” ■

Who’s a Good Boy? 

Life is good now for British men who “iden¬ 
tify” as dogs and puppies, as evidenced by a 
Channel 4 documentary ( Secret Life of the 
Human Pups) showing men in body outfits 
(one a Lycra-suited dalmatian, “Spot”), exhib¬ 
iting “sexual” expressions (stomach-rubbing, 
ear-tickling, and nuzzling their “handlers”), 
eating out of bowls, gnawing on chew toys, 
wearing collars (so as not to be a “stray”), 
and jumping in the air for “treats.” (However, 
decency demands that a Pup must only feign 
urinating against a lamppost.) Said Spot (aka 
Tom), “It’s about being given license to 
behave in a way that feels natural, even pri¬ 
mal.” Added “Bootbrush,” “[We] are trying to 
grasp the positive elements of the archetype 
of the dog.” 

New World Order 

As an alternative to the more costly in vitro 
fertilization, researchers at a Dresden, 
Germany, institute announced (in the recent 
Nano Letters journal) that they had developed 
a motorized device tiny enough to fit around 
a sperm’s tail and which could be command¬ 
ed to propel it to “swim” faster toward the 
target egg, increasing the chances of fertiliza¬ 
tion. A prototype is still in the works. 

The Internet pornography behemoth 
PornHub recently added to the glut of physi¬ 
cal fitness “apps” with one designed to help 
users tone up sexual muscles.

“quantifying] your dry humps.”) 

The Continuing Crisis 

As Libya’s central bank struggles to stabi¬ 
lize a halting economy, it could surely use the 
estimated $184 million in gold and silver 
coins that Moammar Gadhafi minted but left 
buried in an underground vault in the coastal 
city of Beyda, but the treasure is inaccessible 
because central bank officials don’t know the 
lock’s combination (as The Wall Street Journal 
reported in May). The latest plan is to have a 
locksmith squeeze through a 16-by-16-inch 
hole in the outer vault’s concrete wall, and 
once inside, to try his hand. If unsuccessful, 
the government’s bureaucrats likely cannot 
get paid, but even if successful, various anti¬ 
government factions may go to extremes to 
snatch the coins. 

Wait, What? 

Video surfaced in May of students at 
Winston Churchill High School in San 
Antonio, Texas, actually playing jump rope 
with the intestines of cats that had been dis¬ 
sected in biology class. Obviously, People for 
the Ethical Treatment of Animals was not 
pleased, but school district officials called 
the exercise a valid demonstration of the 
“tensile strength of the organ” and only 
reluctantly agreed to investigate further. 


When Triston Chase, 20, missed his court 
date in April in Harnett County, N.C., on finan¬ 
cial fraud charges, it was revealed that his 
arrest in December had come when he had 
been found “residing” illegally, as a civilian, 
in a barracks at Fort Bragg - in a facility 
housing the Army’s 3rd Special Forces Group. 
According to a prosecutor, Chase had been 
posing as an explosive ordnance disposal 
specialist “for months.” The official investiga¬ 
tion of the Special Forces’ barracks “securi¬ 
ty” was still under way at the time of Chase’s 
court date. 

Everyone Deserves a Second Chance 

1) Efrain Delgado-Rosales was sentenced 
to five years in prison in March for smuggling 
noncitizens into the country. (The Border 
Patrol had caught him 23 times previously, 
but had declined to file charges.) 2) Sean 
Pelfrey, 38, told his judge in May that the two 
assault charges against him in Framingham, 
Mass., do not make him a “threat to soci¬ 
ety,” even though the current arrest was his 
38th. 3) Matthew Freeland, 29, was convict¬ 
ed of several home-invasion offenses in 
Kingston, Ontario, in May, and the judge, con¬ 
sidering a proper sentence, found only two 
previous probation orders - but then, looking 
further, found 59 convictions and sentenced 
Freeland to more than two years in prison. 

Weird Animals 

Among the critters for which life is most 
difficult are male nursery web spiders that 
(according to May research in the Biology 
Letters journal) instinctively “court” females 
with food wrapped in silk - offerings that (a) 
increase the males’ chances of scoring and 
(b) decrease, by 84%, their chances that the 
female will spontaneously eat the male. The 
study also found that males sometimes try 
to mate using nonfood items wrapped in silk 
(with mixed results) and also that sometimes 
unscrupulous females accept food gifts but 
nevertheless immediately devour the male. 

Least Competent Criminals 

South Carolina Chutzpah! 1) James Kinley 
III, 27, was charged in York County, S.C., in 
May with dealing marijuana. He apparently 
had the (unfounded) belief that York County 
deputies do not monitor Craigslist - because 
that is where Kinley advertised (“I Sell 
Weed”), in a notice with his photo, address, 
and price ($200). 2) Grady Carlson, 58, went 
to the Carolina Title Loans office in 
Spartanburg, S.C., on May 25 to apply for a 
high-interest “payday” loan - and nervously 
paced while answering questions. The 
Carolina employee asked if anything was 
wrong, and Carlson allegedly disclosed that 
he needed money - fast! - to purchase meth- 
amphetamine. A subsequent police search 
turned up a glass container and drugs.

Summer reading recommendations that will take you out of this world 


Oz. Middle Earth. Narnia. Lilliput. Discworld. Edgar Rice 
Burroughs’ Mars. Ray Bradbury’s Mars. These imagined worlds 
and so many others like them have long captivated us, their fantas¬ 
tical topologies, strange flora and fauna, and richly detailed histo¬ 
ries drawing us to revisit them again and again - both as individu¬ 
als and as a culture - just like tourist hot spots in our own reality. 
These days, we’re as likely to make those return journeys through 
a screen as a book, but the most enduring of the Wonderlands 
(including that one - thanks, Lewis Carroll) originated on the page, 
and that’s still a thrilling place to discover them. 


Now, in our era, in which ravaged postapocalyptic landscapes 
overrun by brain-munching hordes hold sway, you may think they 
don’t make Neverlands like they used to. But (with apologies to 
Rhymin’ Simon) every generation throws its Westeros up the pop- 
cult charts - even this dystopian-fixated, zombie-engorged one. For 
this year’s Summer Reading roundup, our writers’ mission was to 
seek out new life and new civilizations that contained some of the 
enchantment of the imaginary realms of yore, the kinds of fantastic 
worlds that you’d want to visit more than once. Here are their dis¬ 
patches from out of this world. - Robert Faires 


DARK 
RUN 

by Mike Brooks 
Saga Press, 339 
pp., $15.99 

Okay, so you’ve 
met this ragtag 
group before: the 
hothead bruiser, 
the daredevil pilot, 
the cool customer, 
the worrywart, 
the guy who’s 
just there to pick 
up a check, the prodigy, and the charismatic 
bandleader who keeps everyone united with 
wry grins and sheer force of will. They’re 
sporting different outfits each new time you 
see them - tunics and longswords or cowboy 


boots and Colts or fresh-pressed suits and 
a plan for a heist - but any old way they’re 
dressed, you recognize them. Any old way, 
you love them. 

In Dark Run, this familiar bunch is dashing 
across the galaxy in a ship called the Keiko. 

In a kind of comfortingly pragmatic version of 
the future in which the biggest tech advance¬ 
ments are related to body modification (both 
as decoration and as necessary prosthesis) 
and star systems are controlled by colo¬ 
nialist pseudo-corporations run by various 
continents on Earth, Gabriel Drake’s crew is 
willing to take on sketchy employment if the 
paycheck is big enough. But when the titular 
“dark run” - an under-the-table smuggling 
mission - ends up having hidden complica¬ 
tions, the team has to track down their 
employer before they become fall guys. 


Likening the book to Firefly is inevitable, 
what with its droll good-guys-on-the-wrong- 
side-of-the-law space opera, but Dark Run 
doesn’t suffer under the comparison; it 
peacefully coexists. On the whole, it’s a book 
that seems to understand its 
placement in genre but it revels 
in associated traditions (every 
chapter ends with a little cliff- 
hanger!) and elevates itself with 
pervasive but un-self-congratula- 
tory diversity. The future, it turns 
out, is Hispanic and disabled 
and black and female and Maori 
and Muslim. What a difference 
it makes to know that everyone is allowed 
to daydream and see themselves shooting 
through the stars, getting in trouble and look¬ 
ing good doing it. - Rosalind Faires 


ARABELLA 
OF MARS 

by David D. Levine

Arabella’s Mars 
isn’t our Mars. Where 
ours is dusty, dry, 
and dead, hers is 
full of trees and 
adventure! And space 
pirates! And British 
plantation owners 
exploiting native labor to make a profit! And 
stifling gender roles! To say nothing about a 
fear of nonwhite people! 

For now, let’s focus less on the unsettling 
stuff and more on the space pirates. Because 
the space pirates, like fezzes, are pretty cool. 

Set in a very different 1812, one in which 
there is an atmosphere between the red planet 
and ours, modified tall ships are the engines 
of the British Empire. The Mars- 
born Arabella is sent with her 
mother and sisters back to 
Earth to be groomed into a more 
marriageable young lady. Events, 
however, intervene. Before too 
long, Arabella is in boy-drag as 
a crew member on the Diana, a 
venerable ship of the line that 
has both a brown captain and a 
proto-computer navigator. Then 
the thrilling adventure really begins. 

And it is a thrilling adventure, for readers 
young and old. Levine, who’s won a Hugo

Having lived two-thirds of my life in Austin, my roots in the city and love for it run deep. I can’t 
imagine leaving here - well, permanently, anyway. However, on those days when the stress of life in 
the ATX amps up - whether from creeping along 1-35, broiling under August’s sun, or opening the 
latest property tax bill - I’ll entertain thoughts of residing somewhere else for part of the year. But 
when I do, I don’t restrict myself to real real estate; being a lifelong reader, I sometimes imagine 
imaginary locales for my second abode. Lately, I like the idea of a vacation house in the vicinity of 
A.A. Milne’s bear of very little brain. His home and environs may be the first neighborhood beyond 
my own that I came to know, and I loved that it came with a map - which, as a kid, I pored over and 
fantasized about walking through. My affection for this place was so strong that when Loggins and 
Messina released their sentimental pop song “House at Pooh Corner” in 1971, I experienced the 
kind of overwhelming nostalgia for my childhood that only a 13-year-old can. It’s still there, but 35 
years later, what makes me dream of a house among Milne’s gentle animals is the pastoral setting, 
the simple lifestyle, the abundance of celebrations (and hunny!), and, mostly, the companionship. 
The wood’s residents are sweet and generous, and the ways in which they are kind to and do good 
for one another are the essence of what makes you feel “at home.” 

This notion prompted us to ask some fellow readers: If you could have a second home in any 
imaginary realm in literature, where would it be? Here are their answers. - Robert Faires 


AMY GENTRY 

Author of the novel Good as Gone (coming July 26 
from Houghton Mifflin) and former style maven 
for the Chronicle, via her column “The Good Eye” 

For my fantasy second home, I’d build a tree house 
in the Wood Between the Worlds from The Magician’s 
Nephew. I know what you’re thinking: Why not Narnia 
itself? Narnia’s early years, when you could plant a 
handful of toffees and get a toffee tree, do sound pretty 
idyllic. But Narnia’s later history is one of overt racism, 
not to mention centuries of wintry conquest by the 
White Witch. And even in the best of times, Aslan runs 
way too tight a ship to make a Narnian vacation much 
fun, unless you’re really into grappling with your con¬ 
science and making sacrifices for the greater good. 

By contrast, the Wood Between the Worlds is made 
for relaxation. Lulled by greenish light and trees so 
intensely alive that you can almost hear them growing, 
visitors to the Wood instantly fall into a blissed-out, 
semi-amnesiac stupor. It’s something like Portland, 

Ore., without the drizzle. Digory calls it “as rich as plum 
cake.” Best of all, its beautiful natural pools offer access 
to dozens of unexplored dimensions we never see in the 
Narnia books - catnip to a novelist.

The 
idea that, at any moment, a strong 
wind could come along, scoop 
me up, and drop me on a yellow 
brick road bound for friendship 
and adventure in a foreign land 
thrilled me. Now let’s get specific: 

If I’m going to live in Oz, it’s going 
to have to be in Munchkin Country 
(even though I am six feet tall). I 
want that sense of community. And 
I’m not high-fashion enough for the 
Emerald City.

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and been nominated for a fair chunk of other 
genre awards, crafts countless moments 
that are sweepingly cinematic and convey 
that old sensawunda. His characters some¬ 
times struggle with having all three dimen¬ 
sions - but that may be more a result of the 
story’s Jane Austen-meets-Patrick O’Brien 
feel. There is a sense of propriety here that 
frequently only shows our characters’ stiff 
upper lips. 

Still, there’s no doubt that Arabella of Mars 
is a product of a 21st century writer, one who 
clearly does think young women are worthy 
heroes in a way that Austen and her cohort 
did not. While there is a wedding in the end 
(or hints of one, at least), that isn’t Arabella’s 
primary goal. Instead she’s driven by a love 
for her family and for adventure, no matter 
where it may take her. - Adrienne Martini

A NOVEL

Everything old 
is new again, vice 
versa, and simultane¬ 
ously in lain Pears’ 
sumptuous tangle of 
a book, Arcadia: A 
Novel. While Pears’ 
earlier novels - An 

Instance of the Fingerpost, The Dream of 
Scipio, Stone’s Fall - have been mysteries 
structured around historical events, Arcadia 
concerns itself with a vaster multiverse. In 
1960s Oxford, Professor Lytten is embarking 
on his first novel: a Tolkien-esque epic set in 
Anterwold, a pastoral world of his own inven¬ 
tion, shaped by Elizabethan and medieval 
iconography. As Lytten pens the first couple 
of chapters of his opus - in which a young 
woman based on his neighbor and erstwhile 
cat-sitter, Rosie, finds a Lion, Witch , and 
Wardrobe-e sque door into his fantasy land 
- the real Rosie appears to find a portal to 
Anterwold in Lytten’s basement. There she 
meets the protagonist of Lytten’s book, a 
young scholar named Jay, whose destiny may 
or may not depend on the whims of his novel¬ 
ist. On top of it all, in the distant and ever-so- 
slightly-dystopian future, the psychomathema¬ 
tician Angela Meerson has created a coveted 
time machine and has sent herself and more 
than one research assistant into the past to 
prove that history tends to bend toward a sin¬ 
gle narrative regardless of cosmetic changes. 

Pears’ love of genre and capacity for rich 
language is palpable. Where he shies away 
from ornate description, he proffers four dis¬ 
tinct protagonists you feel eager to follow all 
through space and time. For those in search 
of concrete answers, Arcadia ’s joyful rat’s 
nest of realties may prove unsatisfying, but 
for those with a Holmesian hunger for inves¬ 
tigation and a certain comfort with the gray 
areas (Do we tend toward self-fulfilling proph¬ 
esies? Is time a straight line or a big mess?), 
there’s plenty to uncover and devour.

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To Build a Home 

Four Austin writers discuss how they create their fantastic worlds

Nowadays, it’s pretty hard to pull a Lewis & Clark and claim to have discov¬ 
ered a region unknown. But authors of fantasy and science fiction still have 
rights to the name “explorer” since, nine times out of 10, they’re the only people 
who have been to where they’re writing about. 

Stina Leicht, Marshall Ryan Maresca, Donna Dechen Birdwell, and Katherine 
Catmull all make Austin their home base, but each has introduced readers to 
utterly disparate domains. Leicht’s first series, The Fey and the Fallen, hinged 
on supernatural goings-on during the Troubles in 1970s Ireland, while her most 
recent book, Cold Iron, is a flintlock fantasy that focuses on conflict between 
humans and elves. Maresca’s Maradaine Constabulary novels take place in 
a magical city with extensive criminal syndicates. In The Recall Chronicles, 
Birdwell has crafted a disquieting version of the future in which corporations 
exert extraordinary control over the life of the individual. Catmull’s debut, 
Summer and Bird, followed two young girls on a journey into an enchanted 
wood, and her latest young adult novel, The Radiant Road, concerns itself with 
an ancient tree that forms a bridge between the human and the fairy realms. 

Together, they parse different techniques of transporting readers to new worlds. 
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Austin Chronicle: What was the first fan¬ 
tasy I sci-fi world in a book that completely 
captured your attention? 

Stina Leicht: I’m dyslexic, and I struggled 
with reading when I was a shy little girl. 
However, I’ve been a reader from the day 
I understood what reading was all about 

- escaping into fascinating worlds, having 
adventures, and meeting interesting people 

- sometime around the third grade. The 
first fantasy world that captured me was in 
a novel by Zilpha Keatley Snyder called The 
Changeling. It’s the story of a friendship 
between two very different but imagina¬ 
tive little girls. In the story, they make up 
a world called the Land of the Green Sky. 
It’s inhabited with people who build whole 
cities in the treetops - almost exactly like 
J.R.R. Tolkien’s Lothlorien. 

Marshall Ryan Maresca: I was utterly fasci¬ 
nated by Zilpha Keatley Snyder’s Green-Sky 
Trilogy. I totally wanted to live in Snyder’s 
world of tree houses, hammocks, and glid¬ 
ing from branch to branch to get around. 
But what was really amazing was how she 
took the “utopia has a dark secret” trope 
and used it to, in the long run, strengthen 
and unify the culture she had created. 


Donna Dechen Birdwell: When I 
was an undergrad back in the late 
1960s, Brave New World and 1984 
were assigned reading, along 
with Animal Farm and Walden 
Two. I was entranced by the 
whole idea of thinking the world 
forward into potential future out¬ 
comes of existing trends, so I 
guess it’s not surprising that this 
is exactly what I’ve done in my 
Recall Chronicles series. 

Katherine Catmull: The first 
were the Alice books, which I 
think still influence me. A pleas¬ 
ant side effect of reading the Alice books 
as a young 20th century American was 
that the Britishisms and historical arti¬ 
facts were all just as fantastic and unre¬ 
al to me as Wonderland: talking playing 
cards, “repeating lessons,” disappearing 
cats, treacle, gryphon, marmalade, magic 
mushrooms, bonfire night - all part of the 
same alien, absorbing world. I feel there is 
a lesson here about world-building - some¬ 
thing about how intriguing it can be when 
a book assumes you know something you 
don’t know. 
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AC: When you’re creating 
a world, do you find that 
it shapes itself as you con¬ 
ceive of your characters? 
Do they build off each 
other, or do you feel that 
one always comes before the other? 

Catmull: I feel oddly guilty saying this, 
but I’m probably more world-first. I am 
slightly obsessed with world-building. But 
they definitely build off each other as well. 
I like to develop different parts of the world 
and then lead my characters into it, see 
what they do. 

Maresca: I’m always someone who makes 
the world first, and then I can find the char¬ 
acters and the stories within that world. It’s 
a strange analogy, but I think of the old 
English axiom, “How do you make a great 


archer? Train his grandfather.” Similarly, I 
need to know about the generations before 
a character is born to figure out what 
shaped them. 

Leicht: My characters tend to come first. 
Everything else shuffles into place around 
them. Mind you, I have a vague setting in 
mind. With Of Blood and Honey, I already 
knew I wanted to talk about the Troubles in 
Northern Ireland. Even then, the character, 
Liam Kelly, came first. As for Cold Iron, I 
wanted an American Revolutionary War-era 
world. In this case, I learned about Eledore 
through the eyes of Nels, Suvi, and Ilta - 
the point-of-view characters. 

Birdwell: It is certainly the case that my 
characters compel me to flesh out details 
of my fictional world as they experience 
it in sometimes unanticipated ways. What 
I’ve done in Recall Chronicles is to create 
the world and then, in the successive vol¬ 
umes, recount the stories of very different 
characters who experience distinct facets 
of that world. 

AC: What is the detail of one of your worlds 
that you are most proud of, whether or not 
that detail is actually discussed in print? 
Maresca: I do a lot of deep work that 
never shows up on the page. For example, 
I’ve worked out 12 centuries of Druth 
history in my Maradaine books, and, of 
course, all that’s never going to come 
up directly. Having been a theatre geek 
- part of the history includes the Druth 
equivalent of Shakespeare - I have a com¬ 
plete list of plays to draw on when I need 
it, from the comedy-of-manners Three 
Men and Two Wives to the tragic The 
Autumn of Corringshire to the historical 
Queen Mara. I really loved putting that 
stuff together. 

Leicht: The approach I take to setting - 
through the eyes of the characters - has its 
drawbacks, I’m afraid. It’s difficult to see 
the familiar as notable. In Blackthorne, one 
of the point-of-view characters travels to 
and from Eledore and Acrasia. One of those 
things that isn’t clear in the first book is 
why Acrasians (humans) refer to Eledoreans 
(elves) as the beautiful people. You see, the 
Eledoreans have medical magic. Therefore, 
Blackthorne notices when he returns to 
Acrasia that Acrasians are scarred. They’re 
permanently affected by disease. It was a

Birdwell: One of the things I’ve done is 
to separate out the strands of the man¬ 
tra of “reduce, reuse, recycle,” although 
this is only implicit, never explicit in 
the stories themselves. Recycling has 
been co-opted by the plutocracy as a 
means of ensuring high consumption 
of intentionally short-cycle goods. New 
things emerge from the 3-D printers, 
and there’s always a recycling box at 
every store. But is it all really being 
recycled? There’s a dissident movement 
of “Vintagonists” who resent the destruc¬ 
tion of old things and often “rescue” 
items from recycling. In the community 
of Walden 27, “reduce” is raised to an art 
form by people diligently following the 
“Way of Simplicity.” And then there are 
communities of people called “Menders” 
who restore and reuse things. 

Catmull: One that stands out for me is 
the swan-shaped stone castle in Summer 
and Bird. I created that with no idea what 
it was, just as something for Summer to 
stumble across. It ended up playing a 
huge role at many important plot points 
- everything about its design became 
deeply embedded in the story and theme. 
I love when that happens. If I tried to do 
it on purpose, it would be clunky and 
obvious. That castle just knitted itself 
deeply into the book, all on its own. ■

THE WINGED HISTORIES 

by Sofia Samatar 

Small Beer Press, 337 pp., $24 

Experiencing this novel takes patience, 
but both the journey and destination are 
well worth the effort. Sofia Samatar, accom¬ 
plished in poetry, essay, and short and long 
fiction, employs many forms to weave her 
tale of the Kestenyan war in her 
expertly crafted world of Olondria, 
first introduced in the award-win¬ 
ning A Stranger in Olondria. The 
perspectives of four women layer 
the reader’s view of Olondria and 
explore themes of law, chaos, reli¬ 
gion, family, romance, and social 
structure during a time of rebel¬ 
lion. The pen wields as sharp an 
edge as the sword, and Samatar’s 
“soldier, scholar, poet, and social¬ 
ite” are intensely complex and 
beautifully human. 

Although war is at her novel’s 
core, Samatar focuses more on culture and 
character development than bloody blud¬ 
geoning - though it’s certainly not without 
screams or tears. Perhaps it’s because I first 
stamped my passport to Olondria with this 
second novel, but I sputtered and struggled 
during the first several pages. Beginning with 
a queer soldier’s nonlinear wartime recol¬ 
lections, the narrative is far from straight¬ 
forward. As I gained my footing, it occurred 


to me that nothing in the next 300-plus 
pages would be predictable, and that alone 
propelled me. Tav joins the rebels and fights 
during the uprising; Tialon is a shy intellectual 
who questions her holy-rolling father, the city, 
and the homogenized religion; Seren sings 
tribal history but seeks a new verse; Siski 
is a refugee in many senses. Sword, Stone, 
Song, Sacrifice. 

The lush syntax is often so spellbinding 
that entire paragraphs demand 
an immediate re-read, and 
the plot map follows tributar¬ 
ies as often as the river itself. 
Rhythmically, it varies between 
traditional fantasy fiction and a 
sort of poetic prose. Samatar’s 
women are realistically flawed, 
and the storylines have inten¬ 
tionally frayed edges and vis¬ 
ible brutalities and, of course, 
monsters and magic. Based 
on just a first read of this lyri¬ 
cal work, Samatar’s fascination 
with language and the human 
condition is very apparent, and perhaps even 
contagious. Excerpts of in-world books and 
songs, plus an intricate family tree and glos¬ 
sary, help transform this fantasy into a world 
so real that when the book ends, Olondria 
becomes a red balloon, ever-present but just 
out of reach. For every moment of power and 
adrenaline, an equally crushing or lovely or 
strange occurrence is offered. But then, such 
is war, and life. - Jessi Cape

Infinite Jest 

In every respect, Zach Theatre’s production of One Man, 
Two Guvnors artfully crafts an environment of laughter

Read the following as fast as you can. 

Richard Bean’s One Man, Two Guvnors, 
first produced at the National Theatre in 
London in 2011, is an English adaptation of 
II Servitore di Due Padroni (The Servant of Two 
Masters) that moves Carlo Goldoni’s corn- 
media dell’arte play from 1743 Italy to 
1960s Brighton. 

Still with me? 

As fast and furious as the most 
basic details of Zach Theatre’s 
latest production are, the play 
itself ratchets the comedy and 
complexity to new heights. 

Fortunately, as staged by 
Associate Artistic Director 
Abe Reybold, a mighty cast 
executes an evening of rib¬ 
ald laughs and theatricality 
with expert precision. 

The show begins about 
40 minutes before cur¬ 
tain, with fictional Brit band “The Craze” (Luke 
Linsteadt leading Eric Gutierrez, Roger Mason, 
and Zachary Yanez) playing a live rock show as 
the audience is invited onstage to indulge in 
a beer and wine bar, all in front of a massive 
Union Jack. The flag is part of an impressive 
set by scenic designer Court Watson that even¬ 


tually opens to reveal a fully realized world; 
indeed, from start to finish, the set’s photo¬ 
realistic forced perspective is like nothing I’ve 
seen in Austin, creating depth and breadth 
enough to contain the huge comedy therein. 

In this striking environment, Zach regu¬ 
lar Martin Burke leads the cast through an 
irreverent and self-referential romp that 
includes all the tenets of classic comme- 
dia. As Francis Henshall, One Man’s ver¬ 
sion of the traditional harlequin/zanni, 
Burke manages to ... out-Burke himself, 
finding new avenues to deploy the impec¬ 
cable comic timing, improvisa- 
tional skills, and engagement 
with the audience that have 
driven past Zach hits like The 
Santaland Diaries and Fully 
Committed. For instance, there 
are several moments when 
actors give “asides” directly to 
the crowd, and Burke frequently 
demands audience participation in memo¬ 
rable ways. At one point, a hungry Henshall 
asks if anyone in the house has a sandwich, 
and sure enough, on the night I attended, 
someone did. Not one to be caught off guard, 
Burke wove this joke into various moments 
throughout the remainder of the show.

His fellow cast members display a like 
commitment to comedic craft; Amber Quick 
turns Dolly, the love interest for Burke’s 
Francis, into a sassy, British counterpart 
to Christina Hendricks’ Joan on Mad Men. 
Amy Downing is delightfully believable as 
Rachel Crabbe, who spends most of the 
play disguised as her brother Roscoe, one 
of Henshall’s two “guvnors” who was appar¬ 
ently killed by the other - none other than 
Rachel’s own boyfriend. Adding further 
complications are Roscoe’s engagement to 
Pauline (Madison Weinhoffer), who really 
loves Allen (Andre Martin, flamboyant and 
dramatic), and is watched over by her 
gangster father, Charlie “The Duck” Clench 
(Michael Stuart, stoic). 


Need a minute? 

Solid performances are delivered by Rick 
Smith, Victor Steele, and Michael Miller as 
well. However, tough as one might think it is 
to steal a scene from Burke, Toby Minor pulls 
it off as Alfie, a doddering old waiter and 
World War I veteran whose physical comedy 
must be seen to be fully appreciated. A spe¬ 
cial nod is due Serret Jensen, whose hair and 
makeup design fantastically ages Minor and 
adds a hilarious paunch to Burke. 

In every respect, Zach’s production crafts 
an environment of laughter. From the first 
notes played by the Craze to a curtain call 
that includes the audience as participants, 
this One Man, Two Guvnors is an incredible 
tour de farce.

What is this new family farce romping 
madcap over the tiny, well-trodden stage in 
ColdTowne Theatre’s dive-bar venue? 

Is it improv? Is it sketch? 

How about, sort of, both. 

The idea with FamiLIES, the first script- 
ed-and-beyond-just-sketches show from 
ColdTowne, is to take characters and situa¬ 
tions generated via long-form improvisational 
comedy and turn them into cohesive, full- 
length plays. Inspired by the Los Angeles- 
based improv trio Dasariski, director Dave 
Buckman (of Austin’s own Frank Mills troupe) 
had decided to do just that. Buckman had 
seen Bob Dassie, Rich Talarico, and Craig 
Cackowski perform separately at Chicago’s 
Second City back in the day, had followed 
their combined L.A. exploits, and figured the 
time was ripe for his own gang to attempt the 
sort of thing that Dasariski was lately experi¬ 
menting with. That whole hey-let’s-make-an- 
actual -play thing. 

And here we go - but not with those Frank 
Mills, mind you. With a cast of other improvis¬ 
ers and sketch knuckleheads from among the 
ColdTowne contingent, wrangled and polished 
by Buckman into the semblance of something 
you might see in a regular theatre - if a regu¬ 
lar theatre trucked in flashback-riddled nar¬ 
ratives that were spiced with absurdity and 
slapstick and the sort of mugging familiar to 
aficionados of commedia dell’arte. 

Watching the show, you can discern how 
the script evolved from improv, can see how 
non sequiturs were extended to a kind of 


warped but consistent internal logic, how 
some of the best (certainly the most laugh- 
inducing) lines were the result of spontane¬ 
ous generation by some comedic, in-the- 
moment mind. Note: This ain’t necessarily a 
bad thing at all. 

FamiLIES, an adaptation of Dasariski’s 
“Dead Uncle Ted” and “Loose Fish,” is about 
what happens when three brothers go to clear 
out their crazy Uncle Ted’s house after that 
geezer’s corpse has been removed from the 
decrepit couch amidst piles and piles of long- 
hoarded clutter. [Note: A collection of dead 
mice? Yes.] The series of flashbacks that 
break up the story’s forward flow are divided 
equally among the bros, serving to reveal 
their disparate lives and personalities, to 
support the sibling dynamics at play - and to 
just, at times, be pretty damned hilarious. 

Who’s in this thing, doing decent or at 
least serviceable duty to embody an exag¬ 
gerated imitation of life? Xaria J. Coleman, 
Bonnie Cordova, Joseph Robert Dailey, 

Chaz Formichella, Michael Jastroch, Jae 
Long, Kyle Moore, Frank Netscher, Kristen 
Samuelsen, and Audrey Rachel Sansom. 
Some solid chops among these performers, 
definitely. But, as ever, it was Bryan “LuBu” 
Roberts (in a flashback, as the still-living 
Uncle Ted) who galvanized the show. That 
dude is some kind of not-so-secret comedy 
weapon in this town, tell you what, and he 
helps seal FamiLIES ’ fate as a live diver¬ 
sion worthy of spending 90 minutes and the 
ticket price on. - Wayne Alan Brenner

“CHRIS GUARINO: 

FROM THE UNKNOWN”

Nestled between Uptown Cheapskate and 
the UPS Store in a strip mall on South Lamar is 
the Art on 5th gallery. While an apparent misno¬ 
mer, the gallery did begin on West Fifth Street 
before moving south of the river in 2013. Three 
years later, it still boasts one of the most 
diverse collections in the city and proudly hous¬ 
es a large collection of Dr. Seuss art. Behind 
its doors is something for everybody. 

Headlining the gallery until June 18 is 
Chris Guarino’s “From the Unknown.” Not as 
much a misnomer, the exhibition gives you an 
assortment of sculpture and flatwork depict¬ 
ing a haunting array of things that are at once 
foreign and familiar, frightening and comical. 
Condensed from the same fantastical ether 


that fogs Tim Burton’s worlds, Guarino’s 
works are somewhere between the kid-friend¬ 
ly creations of Pixar and the nightmarish sur¬ 
realism of an Adam Jones music video. 

The exhibition is divided into four bodies 
of work: the Masquerade series, the Little 
Imperfections series, Forest Spirits, and the 
Lotus series, and each section is dedicated 
to a unique aspect of Guarino’s vision. The 
Masquerade series is mostly flatwork of dream¬ 
like hybrids mixing humans and animals. 

Female figures with octopus limbs or wasp 
wings taunt the viewer with their mysterious 
and confrontational gazes. The life-sized sculp¬ 
tures of the Lotus series greet you with crossed 
legs and open arms as you enter the gallery. 
However, they are less than meditatively tran¬ 
quil. The head of We Are Ephemeral uses both 
an animal skull and a human face. Encased 
in a bell jar, it can swivel. When I rotated the 
head, I was confronted with the hollow sockets 
of the skull and suddenly came face to face 
with a macabre Minotaur. The small statues of 
the Forest Spirits series use a variety of mixed 
media including moss, string, and glass. They 
are painted in a cartoonish palette of soft blues 
and punctuating greens. These are hybrid forms 
living somewhere in the space between the 
organic and mechanical, as if they’ve wandered 
away from a Steampunk Renaissance festival. 
Finally, the works in the Little Imperfections 
series look like the discarded remains from 
a dollmaker’s workshop. Disproportionate 
hands and heads are joined together creating 
a subversive beauty in their odd juxtapositions. 
Overall, each artwork in this exhibition is well 
crafted with a distinct personality. 

Setting aside Guarino’s strong personal style 
that has its roots in the pop-culture macabre, I 
found this work underscored with environmen¬ 
tal commentary. The unification of humans 
and animals has a long mythic history. While 
we may think that it is a harmonious state to 
reach toward, we should remember that not all 
of those creations were peaceful. (I’m thinking 
of Medusa and the Minotaur, or even mermaids 
who lure sailors to their deaths.) In Guarino’s 
art, nature is still dangerous. And this danger 
prompts the thought: To coexist with nature is 
our natural state. Or is it? - H.C. Arnold

DAY TRIPS BY GERALD E. MCLEOD 


The National Videogame Museum in Frisco tells the often over¬ 
looked backstory of America’s favorite pastime with details of the big¬ 
ger picture that you might have missed while your eyes were focused 
on the small screen. 

Videogaming (insiders prefer spelling it as one word) began around 
1972 when Magnavox introduced its Odyssey system. It was Atari 
who really put gaming on the map. The museum has a rare early edi¬ 
tion of Atari’s Doctor Pong which was marketed to doctors’ offices for 
their waiting rooms. It didn’t sell well, but the arcade and home sys¬ 
tems started a revolution. 

It was also Atari who nearly killed the videogame business in the early 
Eighties with poor quality and cheap prices. Nintendo came to the res¬ 
cue following the gaming crash of 1983, followed by home computers. 

The NVM is a hands-on history lesson. Not only are there displays 
of classic systems, but games to be played, including the world’s larg¬ 
est Pong game. No museum on videogames would be complete with¬ 
out a video arcade with all the classic games. 

Since the average age of a videogamer today is 35, the exhibits 
can be a stroll back to their childhood. The museum is a fascinating 
look at the evolution of videogames. There is more behind the colored 
pixels than meets the eye.

Copa America Centenario 

On this side of the Atlantic, the group stage concluded Tuesday, and the quarterfinals 
begin tonight, Thursday, June 16, with the U.S. taking on Ecuador in Seattle. Should be a 
great atmosphere, as it always is there, and indeed, as it has been throughout this tour¬ 
nament, which has averaged well over 40,000 attendees per game. 

Group stage notes: The U.S. started the same 11 for three games in a row, for the first 
time in the Jurgen Klinsmann era. That streak will be broken tonight, as DeAndre Yedlin 
misses the quarterfinal due to his red card against Paraguay. The U.S. won that one, 1-0, 
despite playing a man down for the last 42 minutes plus stoppage. That became enough 
to win Group A when Costa Rica shocked Colombia, 3-2 in the group finale. Elsewhere, 
Peru knocked out Brazil on a shocking late goal, clearly a hand ball. Brazil and samba 
fans feel robbed, but the sad truth is they didn’t ever play well enough to deserve to 
advance. Argentina has looked fabulous, even before Leo Messi scored a hat trick in 19 
minutes off the bench against Panama, as he continues to rest a sore back. They were 
the only team to win all three group games, but Mexico and Colombia impressed as 
well, before faltering in relatively meaningless third games. The quarterfinal schedule: 



U.S.-Ecuador, 8:30pm Thu.: Ecuador is one of the hottest teams in South America, but the U.S. beat them in 
a tune-up May 25. 

Peru-Colombia, 7pm Fri.: Peru is happy to be here, 
and is very good, but Colombia is explosive, a joy to 
watch, and still could win it all. 

Argentina-Venezuela, 6pm Sat.: Venezuela played 
out of their heads to tie Mexico; their Cinderella run 
stops here against the best team in the world. 

Mexico-Chile, 9pm Sat.: nearly home-field advantage 
for el Tri in Santa Clara, but Chile is ranked fifth in the 

world for a reason Colombia~Costa Rica, Houston, June 11 


The semifinals are 8pm Tue., June 21, in Houston (USA-Argentina?), and Wed., June 22, in Chicago 
(Mexico-Colombia?). The third place match is 7pm Sat., June 25, with the final at 7pm Sun., June 26. 


Euro 2016 

Over in France, each team has now played the first of three group stage games; Group A 
has played two, with France and Switzerland both looking to clinch spots in the 16-team 
knockout stage as we went to press. Group play runs through next Wednesday, June 22, 
with three games most days, at 8am, 11am, and 2pm. Some notes: 

Group B: Wales is a surprise leader; England gave up a late equalizer to Russia to stir ghosts of failures past. 
Group C: Germany-Poland, 2pm Thu., will decide the group winner; Ukraine looked good in losing 2-0 to Germany. 
Group D: Spain is the class of this group, but could struggle with Turkey (2pm Fri.) and Croatia (2pm Tue.). 
Group E: Italy played the counterattack game perfectly to frustrate highly regarded Belgium, 2-0.

Review: Dilly Deli 


NEIGHBORHOOD AMERICANA GOES 

Growing up in the Texas panhandle, gas station food played a 
bigger part in my culinary upbringing than I would like to admit. 

Most of the towns that dotted the flatland were dying by then, the 
home-cooking mom-and-pops had long since shuttered, but you 
could eat at an Allsup’s if you didn’t feel like cooking on a Friday 
night. The food certainly wasn’t 
healthy - fatty sandwiches, fried 
chicken, potato wedges, and 
the beef-bean fried burrito that 
was always eaten in the car, 
with squeezes of vinegary taco 
sauce on each bite. 

That bite, the first one when 
you get a corner of crisped, 
sometimes burnt, tortilla, is 
my madeleine. So I was always 
primed to find something to 
love in Dilly Deli, a tiny counter 
and window carved out of a 
convenience store that serves 
road-trip Americana without all 
the Fifties checkerboard pomp. I 
just wasn’t expecting for one of 
those things to be the food. 

There’s room left in Austin for 
simple, unpretentious American 
cuisine that isn’t some “elevat¬ 
ed” interpolation served with 
a wink. The food at Dilly Deli 
won’t win a James Beard, but 
it is close in spirit to the actual 
man and his opus, American 
Cookery. One gets a sense that 
these recipes weren’t so much 
developed as prepared the way 
they’ve always been cooked. 

Of the three daily menus 
(brunch is also served on week¬ 
ends), the lunch sandwich is the 
most playful. The Bricklayer’s 
($9.75) peppy chimichurri 
blends well with thick slices of 
steak and avocado. The Reuben 
($9.75) gets most of its power from the 
house pastrami. The thicker cut allows 
that smoke to shine, playing against the 
sauerkraut. The house smoker gets some 
more work in the chicken salad ($7), 
tweaking the tea party formula. The rib 
sliders (3 for $8.75) are a fresher take on 
the barbecue sandwich, topping pulled 
rib meat with a creamy kale slaw. The 
Basic ($7.50) is just that - ham, salami, mayo, mustard, and top¬ 
pings served on a thickish loaf slice. You’ll do better getting crazy 
with the Wacky Noodle ($8.50), the kind of sandwich that Guy Fieri 
in theory would love to grunt over on Diners, Drive-Ins, and Dives. 

In reality, topping garlic cheese bread with pasta tossed with 
sausage and tomato sauce is just an extension of how the compo-

nents are eaten anyway. And sometimes the “Frankenfoods” that 
have become many proper diners’ marquees just plain work. The 
only complaint I have is that a better bread could be used on all 
the choices. It’s not bad by any means, but so much care is put 
into the fillings that they deserve a better foundation. 

Dinner keeps to the classic 
mode. The smoked chicken 
($9) and pork rib ($11.50) 
plates are the stuff of volun¬ 
teer fire department dinners. 
Neither reaches the heights 
of the best barbecue joints 
in town, but they both fall off 
the bone and are blessed with 
appealing spice. The chicken- 
fried steak ($10.75) and fried 
chicken ($9) are can’t-miss, 
though. Too many places in 
town skip the salt in their fried 
foods, as if the lack of sodium 
will somehow make it more 
healthy. Dilly Deli’s salt isn’t 
overwhelming, but it is there 
and it is proper. That comple¬ 
ments chicken that retains all 
of its juice and steak that falls 
apart at the slightest abrasion. 
The sides that come with the 
plates and sandwiches all work 
in their own way, but skip the 
spare pasta salad for the lush 
mac & cheese. 

Both do double duty at 
brunch, the chicken-fried steak 
pleasingly with eggs ($9) and 
the chicken with French toast 
($7). The bread choice again 
„ plagues the latter; a thicker 
| homespun slice would have 
| prevented the sogginess, but 
§ with syrup and the accompa- 
| nying hot sauce, one could 
hardly mind. The dry scrambled 
eggs in the Aloha Plate ($7) were more off- 
putting, however, especially played against 
the sweetness of pineapple. The terrific 
steak could not redeem the oddness of the 
combination. But I’ll give that a pass when 
there’s the Big O’ Kolache ($2.50), the best 
version you are likely to get without traveling 
to West. 

Dilly Deli may never wind up on any top 
10 lists, and may never get a segment on the Food Network, 
but one gets the sense that the owners don’t really care about 
that. This is home cooking, and Dilly Deli goes the extra mile 
with scratch dressings and quality meats. Flash really isn’t 
needed. Sometimes it is enough to just be well-fed.

Dear TT, 

Well, I should probably warn you, if you haven’t 
guessed, that I’m crossing political lines here to 
help you out. I’m the exact kind of Austinite you 
probably hate, with my expensive farmers’ market 
habit, omnipresent orthopedic Swedish clogs, and a 
bright red Texans for Bernie sticker on my reusable, 
Earth-friendly, BPA-free water bottle (so sue me, I’m 
full of liberal guilt and it’s a great bottle). But in the 
interest of building bridges in a time when we’re all 
going increasingly crazy over who’s voting for whom, 

I’m gonna step in and help a brother out, ignoring my 
first instinct to snidely suggest you take yourself out 
for some Tex-Mex to celebrate the impending wall. 
Although, to be fair, you could do worse than pulling 
up a seat at the bar at Matt’s Famous El Rancho, 
ordering a couple of margaritas, and plowing through a 
vast trough of their soul-numbingly rich Bob Armstrong 
dip in the interest of bipartisan collaboration. 

I suspect that what you want here is a refuge, a 
quiet place with white napkins and dark wood where 
you can eat a slab of Texas-raised beef larger than 
your head and reminisce about the good ol’ days, 
a place where you can drink an Old Fashioned (see 
what I did there?) without having some bartender 
run CNN in the background, where you can ignore 
the outside world for a few hours and immerse your¬ 
self in an environment of lush comfort. What you 
want is Jeffrey’s. 

I can’t promise that anyone you’ll encounter at 
Jeffrey’s will also be voting for Trump. This is still 
Austin, after all, and I’m not a magician. But what 
you will find is one of the quietest, calmest dining 
rooms in the city, ornamented with a kind of warmth 
and softness you don’t find very often in a restaurant 
scene obsessed with the three B’s of minimalistic 
decoration: bare wood, bare bulbs, and benches. 
Jeffrey’s menu may be locally sourced, but it’s also 
charmingly traditional, with a focus on expensive 
ingredients prepared expensively - an approach to 
cuisine that is increasingly hard to find outside of the 
confines of fancy hotels, which inevitably will present 
you with a more heavy-handed interpretation of the 
classics presented here. 

If you order carefully, start with some Devils on 
Horseback, say, or the wedge salad, then follow it 
up with one of their massive and carefully raised 
steaks with bearnaise sauce, and a chocolate souf¬ 
fle - you could swear you’ve fallen into the best 
possible version of 1956 (for cripes’ sake, they 
have a martini cart). A solitary meal at Jeffrey’s is 
a chance to unite the charms of the old world and 
the new, to eat a slab of iceberg lettuce, sure, but 
iceberg lettuce that’s probably biodynamically grown 
on a farm outside of Buda. Hopefully a few hours 
spent in that peaceful room will give you the chance 
to reflect on all the best parts of the old Texas, 
while welcoming in the new. Still not sure about the 
Trump thing, though. ■

Serious writers have always endorsed serious barcraft, but we wanted to turn the tables. To 
celebrate summer reading, we asked some of our favorite bartenders to create 
a cocktail based on their favorite book. Our crew did not disappoint, creating 
libations inspired by everything from Dr. Seuss’ Green Eggs and Ham to Juan 
Rulfo’s Pedro Paramo. Serve them at your next book club or literary salon. 

They are sure to be in your good books. 


Michael Sanders, Backbeat 

Book: A Heartbreaking Work of Staggering Genius by Dave Eggers 
Cocktail: A Heartbreaking Work of George T. Staggering Genius (an 
Old Fashioned made with rare, George T. Stagg Bourbon) 

“While perhaps not my favorite book of all time, it is 
definitely one of note, and one that I feel had an impact on 
me personally. Much like the whiskey, it is a raw and very 
authentic expression. When these rare and limited bourbon 
releases come out, of course, the feeling is you drink them 
straight, never in a cocktail. My opinion, however, was if this 
whiskey is to be one of the best, shouldn’t it make the best 
cocktail? Therefore, I just took a standard Old Fashioned 
recipe and added this exceptional bourbon. It is very high 
proof, bracing and unexpected for a cocktail. Many of these 
elements are in this book as well. A gritty and at times vul¬ 
nerable memoir that can be both gut-wrenching and playful 
at the same time. Perhaps this cocktail could be in a ‘Rules 
and Suggestions for Enjoyment of This Bourbon,’ much like 
Eggers writes the same of the enjoyment of his book.” 


Recipe: 

1 raw sugar cube 
3 dashes 

Angostura bitters 

2 ounces George T. Stagg Bourbon 
1 lemon peel 

1 orange peel 

Put sugar cube in a rocks glass 
and add 3 dashes Angostura bit¬ 
ters. Enough to soak the cube. 
Muddle until sugar is crushed 
but not dissolved in bitters. Add 

2 ounces bourbon and ice. Stir 
until thoroughly chilled. Express a 
lemon peel and orange peel over 
the drink and add peels to glass. 



Recipe: 

1 y 2 ounces cognac 

Vi ounce creme de violette 
y 4 ounce Suze bitters 

2 dashes Peychaud’s Bitters 

Vs ounce lavender tincture (in perfume bottle) 

Stir cognac, violette, Suze, and 
Peychaud’s. Strain into coupe, and 
spray lavender tincture over the top.

Book: Lullaby by Chuck Palahniuk 
Cocktail: The Culling Song 

“The ‘culling song’ is a 
[chant that] ... causes death 
with poisonous words. I cre¬ 
ated a cocktail, using potent liquors and 
sweet Lillet to mask its devastation, 
based off of this quote: ‘In a world where 
vows are worthless. Where making a 
pledge means nothing. Where promises 
are made to be broken, it would be nice 
to see words come back into power.’” 

Recipe: 

2 ounces Bulleit Rye Stir ingredients 

Vi ounce green Chartreuse and serve up in a 
% ounce Lillet martini glass with 

a Pernod Anise 
rinse. Garnish with a 
> % spanked sage leaf. 


Chris McClish, Juniper 

Book: The Devil in the White City by Erik Larson 
Cocktail: The Castle and Republic 

“I just read [it] again recently. It’s a nonfiction book that 
takes place during the 1893 World’s Fair in Chicago and 
juxtaposes that against the story of H.H. Holmes, America’s 
‘first’ serial killer. Went with a boozy Chicago gin cocktail with 
Malort (a classic Chicago wormwood/gentian spirit), Amaro 
Meletti (Italian amaro), and citrus bitters.“

Book: The Virginian by Owen Wister 
Cocktail: The Virginian 

“It’s a quiet and complex cocktail that 
expresses a unique presence from the first 
sip to the last drop. Much like the main char¬ 
acter in the novel.”

3 / 4 ounce bourbon 
Vi ounce Campari 
splash of sweet vermouth 

Build the cocktail in a mixing tin with ice, stir, then 
strain into a rocks glass that is filled with ice, and twist 
the orange peel on top. 

Justin Elliott, The Townsend 

Book: Infinite Jest by David Foster Wallace 
Cocktail: The Samizdat 

“Reading a book, to me (admittedly a 
more-or-less semi-retired writer myself) isn’t 
a process that feels like it can yield a lot 
of direct translation into cocktail form. (I 
do tend to do some drinking when I read, 
though.) The thing is, I love reading. I love 
reading for all the reasons the posters in the 
middle school library tell you you ought to 
read. It’s transportative. It’s transportative in 
much the same way that many of the world’s 
finest spirits are transportative. I think 
about books I’ve read and I can recall being 
transported to the world of the book while I 
read it. And then, in the same moment, I’m 
transported to where I was in life when I was 
reading it. And then I think about what I was 
drinking while I was reading it. There’s a ter- 
roir to memory, maybe, I guess. 

“When I read David Foster Wallace’s 
Infinite Jest I had just moved to New York 
City. I was living in Queens with an out-of- 
work actress and an out-of-work dancer. We 
lived on the third floor of a three-family home 
owned by Mr. Kim, whose family made a lot 
of kimchi at a point in my life where I really 
didn’t understand the joys of kimchi. I tended 
bar at the same terrible Texas-style barbecue 
restaurant where the actress was a server 
and the dancer was a hostess, but that’s def¬ 
initely a story for another day. We never had 
any money, mostly because there wasn’t a lot 
of money to be made slinging aggressively 
mediocre knockoff Applebee’s to the disinter¬ 
ested citizens of Long Island City, Queens. 

Go figure. But once in a while I would save 


up a couple of bucks or maybe even have 
a decent shift and I then I would go to the 
bulletproof window at the liquor store around 
the corner from our place and ask for the 
fanciest thing that I could imagine - a bottle 
of Scotch. 

“And I spent that whole fall and winter 
reading Infinite Jest. This was back when I 
still thought I had the disposition to be a writ¬ 
er and I just melted into nothingness as DFW 
scrambled my damn brainbox with his 1,000- 
plus pages of interweaving narratives and 
another 200 confounding pages of footnotes. 
And the writing. Goddamnit, that writing. I’d 
never seen anything like it. It was colloquial 
but it was also inventing and codifying its 
own neo-colloquialisms. It spoke to the deep¬ 
est, purest human experiences but it treated 
them like that was sci-fi. It was heartfelt in a 
way that I’m not sure I could have hoped to 
fully understand at 22 years old, and it was 
wise in a way I’m certain I’m still decades 
away from understanding. 

“And I drank Scotch. I drank it on the rocks 
or I drank it with seltzer or maybe even ginger 
ale. But it was definitely Scotch that I was 
drinking while I read this book. This drink 
should taste familiar, transportative. This par¬ 
ticular Islay whisky is extremely terroir-driven 
and young. There is a sense of the grain 
and a sense of the place. This drink should 
also feel new, and full of wonder. The chamo¬ 
mile liqueur provides an electric, almost 
Technicolor edge to the Scotch and the salin¬ 
ity of the Topo Chico amplifies everything. 

The grapefruit peel, too, adds an additional 
degree of freshness, leaving what one might 
expect to be a heavier, more autumnal cock¬ 
tail tasting perfectly at home on any summer 
reading list.” 

Recipe: 

1 Vi ounces Bruichladdich Rockside Farm Islay Barley 

2007 Vintage 

3 / 4 ounce Cointreau Liqueur de Camomille 
4 ounces Topo Chico 

Build in a Collins glass and add ice cubes. Give a 
quick and gentle stir. Garnish with a thick-cut grape¬ 
fruit peel.

Book: Moby Dick by Herman Melville 
Cocktail: Ahab’s Odyssey 

“Herman Melville wrote Moby Dick in 
1851, only a short while after the creation 
of London dry gin and at the end of punch’s 
reign as the world’s most popular mixed 
beverage. The book is considered one of 
the Great American Novels and a leading 
work of American Romanticism. In it, Melville 
details Captain Ahab’s headstrong quest 
for revenge on the rare, white sperm whale, 
Moby Dick, who took his leg on their last run- 
in. My cocktail takes its drinker on a journey 
through what members of the Pequod’s crew 
would have experienced while on their hunt 
for the white whale. Gin and sherry were the 
preferred libations of the ship’s epicurean 
captain, while rum (either drunk straight or 
in punch) was the sailor’s preferred libation. 

A popular sweetening agent used to make 
many classic punches in that day was capil- 
laire, which is made from the dried leaves 
of maidenhair fern and brightened with 
orange-flower water. In fact, capillaire can be 
found in a number of Jerry Thomas’ punch 
recipes in his writings of How to Mix Drinks: 
Or, The Bon Vivant's Companion, written only 
a decade after Moby Dick. Next, in order 
to stay healthy, crew members would drink 
a citrus cordial to prevent scurvy and eat 
plenty of salt to kill bacteria, the majority of 
which was kept in wood barrels that leached 
wine tannins over time. Along their voyage, 
the crew finds riches in the belly of another 
dead sperm whale, in the form of ambergris, 
which is a substance produced in their diges¬ 
tive system that is usually regurgitated by 
the whale and floats at sea for many years 
before being discovered or washing ashore. 
During that time, the substance ages and 
becomes incredibly musky, even a little 
sweet. During Ahab’s day, it was utilized in 
many classic punch recipes for its strong, 
sweet scent, but today it is used primarily 
as a fixative by many perfumers. Sadly, in 
the end, Ahab’s steadfast hunt for the whale 
proves fatal for both him and his crew, and 
after a long skirmish with the beast, they are 
dragged down into the depths of the ocean 
in a whirlpool created by the their own ship, 
leaving only Ishmael, the novel’s narrator, 
alive to tell their tale.” 

Recipe: 

2 ounces Bombay Sapphire gin 
V 2 ounce white grapefruit-lime cordial 
V 2 ounce cubeb berry-infused manzanilla sherry 
% ounce capillaire syrup 
4 drops Bolivian rose-salt water 
4 drops wine tannin 

Shake well, double-strain into a snifter glass, gar¬ 
nish with a grapefruit peel “whirlpool” (a long peel 
twisted up into a spiral and placed into the cocktail, 
resembling a whirlpool), and place on a coaster 
sprayed with “Captain’s Musk.”

Book: Tortilla Flat by John Steinbeck 
Cocktail: Pilon’s Plight 

“In Tortilla Flat, Danny and his friends come 
into a windfall of good fortune. To celebrate, 
the friends imbibe what wine they can, enjoy¬ 
ing all the benefits of life with those they are 
close to. But life’s benefits are fleeting for 
those who are not born into the world of the 
privileged. The treasure comes from death 
and can only be satisfied with loss. The inheri¬ 
tance is lost to fire but not before the good 
life can be tasted. The cocktail takes all the 
great things of the novela: blood (‘sangria’), 
life by the sea (agricole rum), the sweet things 
(honey rum), and the flame that destroyed the 
gift. Meant to be enjoyed with friends (can be 
served in a pitcher).” 

Recipe: 

y 2 ounce honey rum 
% ounce agricole rum 
y 2 ounce Banane du Bresil 
y 2 ounce Combier triple sec 
3 ounces peppery red wine 

Combine all ingredients. Top with Topo Chico, 
flamed orange garnish. 


Josh Loving, Small Victory 

Book: The Gentleman’s Companion: Being an Exotic 
Drinking Book Or, Around the World With Jigger, 
Beaker, and Flask by Charles H. Baker 
Cocktail: Cleared for Landing 

“Yes, the name is long and flamboyant - 
just like the recipes and the vibrant prose 
Baker includes with each entry. He describes 
the time, the place, and who he met along the 
way while traveling the world, self-exiled from 
Prohibition-era America and in search of more 
convivial and open-minded drinking establish¬ 
ments across the globe. The book reads more 
like a travel anthology or a midcentury nar¬ 
rative authored by Hunter S. Thompson and 
Ernest Hemingway’s dream child. Our original, 
accompanying recipe was inspired by the Pan- 
American Clipper, a Calvados cocktail authored 
by Baker in the 1946 edition of his book.” 

Recipe: 

1 dash absinthe 
% ounce lemon juice 
y 2 ounce grenadine 
3 / 4 ounce Campari 

1 y 2 ounces Laird’s bonded apple brandy 
Shake with ice, strain, and serve up. 


Drew Jerdan, Drink.Well 

Book: Pedro Paramo by Juan Rulfo 
Cocktail: Death of Comala 

“Pedro Paramo is set in the fictional town of Comala, which is 
likely modeled on the real village of Comala, Colima, in Southwestern 
Mexico, and follows the narrator Juan Preciado’s search for his father, 
the titular Pedro, after the death of his mother. The real-life Comala is 
a lovely town surrounded by papaya, almond, and lime orchards, but 
the fictional Comala is literally a ghost town, populated by those whose 
lives were destroyed by Pedro’s control over the community. Juan even¬ 
tually dies in Comala and is drawn forever into the intrigues of the 
ghosts of his family. The cocktail features both agricultural products 
from real-life Comala as well as ingredients intended to recall the deso¬ 
lation of the fictional village (Tequila Cabeza’s and Salers’ earthy, dusty 
elements), and the Fire & Damnation Bitters serve both to enhance 
the other flavors in the cocktail and to underline the implication that 
Comala is not only Juan’s birthplace but also a kind of hell into which 
the peripheral characters have fallen and into which he is dragged. The 
laurel leaf is both a visual and olfactory counterpoint to the cocktail 
and a reminder of the first visual image Juan experiences in Comala.” 


Recipe: 

1 y 2 ounces Tequila 

Cabeza 

y 2 ounce cumin-infused 
papaya puree 
y 2 ounce lime juice 
y 2 ounce orgeat 
y 2 ounce Salers 
Gentiane Aperitif

Austin filmmakers and the books they love

1) What is your favorite book on filmmaking, 2) what book continues to influence you, 
and 3) what is your favorite film adaptation, or alternatively, what book would you love to 
adapt? What we got was an interesting peek into these disparate filmmakers’ psyches. (And 
The Shining came up twice. Good work!) - Josh Kupecki 



Keith Maitland 

Filmmaking book There are quite a few 
books on directing - I haven’t read many of 
them. But when it comes to producing, the 
book I learned from was Shooting to Kill by 
Christine Vachon. As a producer of some of 
the most daring and interesting indie films out 
there, she’s got a great foundation of experi¬ 
ence to draw from. And she lays it all out: 
the roles, the responsibilities, day-by-day and 
through each stage of filmmaking ... it’s a road 
map. Vachon looks past the creative (and the 
luck) and confirms that it’s hard work and good 
decision-making that gets a film made. 
Influential book In Cold Blood by Truman 
Capote really intrigues me because I’m both 
drawn in and repelled by his storytelling and 
by the personal connection he makes. It’s 
a chilling view into the spectrum of human¬ 


ity. Capote’s fascination and connection to 
Perry, to the questions of how and why are 
so engaging - and there aren’t any easy 
answers for him. Capote walks a line here, 
and I wonder if he’s crossed that line. 

Dream adaptation Please Kill Me by Legs 
McNeil and Gillian McCain is an intense oral 
history that changed the way that I saw a lot 
of my favorite music. Usually as I’m reading 
about music, I’m looking up songs and live 
performances on YouTube for a more interac¬ 
tive experience. I want that experience with 
Please Kill Me without the juggle between 
paperback and laptop. I’d love to make a 
deep-dive documentary into the world of the 
Velvet Underground, the Ramones, Blondie, 
and Television through these incredible inter¬ 
views by integrating the best live performance 
material that’s floating around out there. It’d 
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be a gift for fans, and a gift to the teenager 
inside of me who grew up loving this music. 

Keith Maitland had two films premiere at this 
year’s SXSW Film Festival, Tower and A Song 
for You: The Austin City Limits Story.

Filmmaking 
book The Red 
Book by Carl 
Jung: I know 
it’s not actually 
related directly 
to film theory 
or practice, 
but it was a 
huge source 
of inspiration 
and process 
as I was piec¬ 
ing together a 
story that flows more intuitively than linearly. 
I’m fascinated with the power of the collec¬ 
tive unconscious and David Lynch’s theories 
around “fishing for ideas.” 

Influential book Promiscuities by Naomi 
Wolf: While not a perfect work (it mainly 
deals with a middle-class and white perspec¬ 
tive on coming of age), its themes have been 
a touchstone for a lot of my thinking over the 
past few years. 

Dream adaptation The Razor’s Edge by W. 
Somerset Maugham is a novel that I cannot 
get out of my head that I’m not sure has 
been sufficiently translated to film, though it 
has been tried twice. 



Owen Egerton 

Filmmaking book There are many, but by far my 
favorite book on filmmaking was written by fellow 
Austinite writer/director/stuntman Gary Kent. His 
memoir Shadows & Light: Journey With Outlaws in 
Revolutionary Hollywood follows his career as a stunt¬ 
man and actor, making Hollywood’s more risky and 
stranger films. The book chronicles the change of 
guard, as independent filmmakers in the Sixties and 
Seventies redefined Hollywood and gave us a golden 
age of American film. He also has some brilliant 
adventures and misadventures including a brush with 
the Manson family, run-ins with Hells Angels, and late 
nights hanging out with Chet Baker. 

Influential book As a filmmaker and novelist, I’m 
always returning to Hitchcock/Truffaut. Director 
Franqois Truffaut’s book-length interview with the mas¬ 
ter of suspense is an amazing examination of all of 
Hitchcock’s films and a fantastic discussion of techniques of narrative structure. A wonder¬ 
ful book both for fans of Hitchcock, but also anyone interested in what makes a story tick, 
tick, boom! 

Favorite adaptation I love Stanley Kubrick and co-writer Diane Johnson’s film adaptation 
of The Shining. It is radically different from Stephen King’s excellent novel, which is why I 
consider it a great adaptation. The novel relies on idea and story. The film is all image and 
tone. A great novel must be reinvented to become a great film. Simply filming the book 
almost always fails. Instead the book must be digested and transformed. The Shining the 
film and The Shining the novel are two different beasts, as they should be. But both are ter¬ 
rifying and fill me with a most delightful dread. 

Owen Egerton is an established author, comedic performer, and now makes his feature film 
debut with Follow , which premiered at last year’s Fantastic Fest.

Filmmaking book Probably the most influ¬ 
ential book I’ve ever read regarding the 
filmmaking process, in terms of the sheer 
joy of creation it imparts, must be John 
Waters’ Shock Value. It’s basically a his¬ 
tory of the making of Pink Flamingos, but 
also serves as a guide to all the things 
Waters was obsessed with at the time. It’s 
also a great primer on how to lead a good 
and virtuous life. And yes, he does talk, in 
great detail, about Divine eating dog poop 
(and the aftermath). 

Influential book I’d love to shine a light 
on two not super well-known coming-of-age 
books that I always go back to whenever 
I want to experience really honest teen 
dialogue and situations. Especially since 
most of my films to date have had a 
major high school component. The first 
is Joe Meno’s amazing love letter to high 
school wannabe punks, Hairstyles of 
the Damned. The other is a comic book 
called Unlovable, by ex-Texan Esther Pearl 
Watson, and it’s apparently based on 
some girl’s actual high school diary that 
Watson found in a gas station bathroom 
and decided to illustrate. 

Dream adaptation So, my favorite sci¬ 
ence fiction book is Alfred Bester’s The 
Stars My Destination. It’s basically a loose 
adaptation of The Count of Monte Cristo 
... IN SPACE! This is sorta like Interview 
With the Vampire (except it’s actually 
good) in that they’ve been trying to make 
this into a movie for like a hundred years. 
I’m using this platform to officially toss 
my hat in the ring. I think Ridley Scott 
still owns the rights, but whatever. I’ll just 
be sitting here, waiting by my phone.

Filmmaking book I have two books that 
come to mind. The first is Phillip Lopate’s 
Totally, Tenderly, Tragically: Essays and 
Criticism From a Lifelong Love Affair With the 
Movies. Not only is Lopate a masterful essay¬ 
ist with impeccable taste, but his passion for 
cinema is contagious and I find his anecdotal 
style to be very inclusive. 

The second is Russian formalist Viktor 
Shklovsky’s essay “Art as Technique.” It 
is one of the most powerful, elegant, and 
simple theories on art and aesthetics. Using 
excerpts from Tolstoy’s diary, Shklovsky high¬ 
lights a passage in which Tolstoy describes 
how the experience of cleaning a room - 
an act that takes the form of a series of 
automated, unconscious movements - led 
Tolstoy to extrapolate that “if the whole 
complex lives of many people go on uncon¬ 
sciously, then such lives are as if they had 
never been.” He is essentially describing 
how we are frighteningly capable of becom¬

Filmmaking book My Last Sigh by Luis 
Bufiuel, because he has a way of seeing 
through things that’s appealing. 

Influential book That’s easy, it’s The 
Philosophy of Andy Warhol by Andy Warhol. 
This book is hilarious! Warhol is a pretty 
unassuming artist, and this book is a must. 
It’s said he didn’t write it, exactly, and that 
it’s composed of snatches of phone calls, 
scribbled aphorisms, and a few genuine 
items. It’s worth owning to my mind. If I only 
owned one book, this would be it. 

Dream adaptation I’d like to make a 
Teddy Roosevelt movie with Nick Offerman, 
based on Theodore Rex, the second book of 
Edmund Morris’ trilogy. To say Nick Offerman 
was born to play this role is to be fitted for a 
hat that says Commander Obvious.

ing so desensitized to the act of living that 
we are practically dead. Shklovsky suggests 
that art, with its ability to defamiliarize the 
world around us - is the key 
to reawakening the senses 
and making one feel one’s 
livingness again (and 
again). It’s beautiful to think 
of cinema in these terms. 

Influential book Kakuzo 
Okakura’s petite book¬ 
let The Book of Tea and 
essentially anything I’ve 
read by Virginia Woolf. The 
former describes a phi¬ 
losophy around appreciat¬ 
ing the “greatness of little 
things” which is precisely 
what attracts me to cinema 
and art: the intertwining 
of the mundane and the 
epic. Alongside Okakura, Woolf remains a 
significant voice in my head, particularly To 
the Lighthouse and The Death of the Moth 


and Other Essays. She taught me to “kill 
the angel in the house” - the phantom girl 
between me and my creative work who feels 
the pressure to politely and 
dutifully sacrifice her ambi¬ 
tions and fears taking up 
space - which occasionally 
needs to be re-murdered 
during times when I doubt 
myself, the substance of my 
voice, or my decision to (self¬ 
ishly) pursue filmmaking. 
Favorite adaptation Probably 
Hiroshi Teshigahara’s Woman 
in the Dunes, an adaptation of 
Kobo Abe’s Sisyphean novel 
about an entomologist who is 
lured into and trapped in the 
desolate sandpit of a village 
woman. Both the film and the 
novel are equally haunting.

Filmmaking book On Writing by Stephen King: 

King’s work is very structured, but he doesn’t think 
about structure when he writes. He starts with an 
engaging premise and lets the story flow out of him 
first. That’s very similar to what I do as a director/ 
editor in my documentary work. Shooting and editing 
is my way of crafting a story. And even though I’m 
making docs, I want them to flow like fiction. 

Influential book Hopscotch by Julio Cortazar: One 
of the most important books in Latin American lit¬ 
erature. The story is told in chapters that you can 
read through like a regular book, or follow direc¬ 
tions and skip from chapter to chapter, hence the 
name. This book blew my mind in so many differ¬ 
ent ways. It showed me that there’s more than one 
way to tell a story, that stories are like puzzles 
that you put together, and that if you move one 
part of the puzzle to the beginning or near the end, everything changes. I apply 
that to my editing a lot. 

Favorite Adaptation The Shining: If I could revive Stanley Kubrick, I would. The magic 
that happened when they combined Stephen King, Stanley Kubrick, Jack Nicholson, 
and Shelley Duvall can never be replicated. No remakes Hollywood, please! 

Patrick Bresnan 

Filmmaking book Observational Cinema by Anna 
Grimshaw and Amanda Ravetz is a detailed account 
of the filmmaking movement and the theories and 
practices behind the great known and unknown art¬ 
ists, academics, and scientists that developed the 
practice. I am a big believer that this practice is one 
answer to reality TV garbage and talking-head sleep¬ 
ers that permeate the nonfiction media landscape. 
Influential book Garry Winogrand edited by 
Leo Rubinfien: I am constantly inspired by Garry 
Winogrand, the interviews and home movies of 
him photographing on the streets that pop up on 
YouTube. This book has amazing stories from his life and details his relationships 
with Robert Frank, magazine editors, galleries, and his numerous wives. It is also a 
collection of what I consider the New Testament of street photography. 

Favorite Adaptation Dispatches by Michael Herr. Herr went on to write on and influ¬ 
ence both Apocalypse Now and Full Metal Jacket. I am heavily inspired by works that 
put you back in the Sixties, especially concerning the Vietnam War. This book is a semi¬ 
nal piece of war journalism and sets the tone for two of the greatest films ever made. 

Ivete Lucas and Patrick Bresnan’s latest film is “The Send-Off,” which recently 
took home Best Short Doc at the San Francisco International Film Festival.

No Direction Home 

A small fish in a big pond

Animated movies make a mint off of 
exploiting children’s greatest fears, like get¬ 
ting lost or losing a parent, both of which 
Pixar mined to winning effect in 2003’s 
Finding Nemo. This sequel dangles the 
possibility but doesn’t actually kill off any 
parents this time, but it does hinge its plot 
yet again on the total terror that derives from 
getting separated from your parents. Are 
we trying to stress out our kids? Is 
dread something we really want them 
to cut their teeth on so young? 

This time it’s Dory (DeGeneres), 
a daffy blue tang fish with short-term 
memory problems, who loses 
her way. Repeatedly, in fact: 

Just as Dory’s fried memory 
means she’s doomed to 
repeat herself, the plot swims 
in the same circles of lost 
and found, lost and found. In 
the film’s prologue, when Dory 
is just a baby “kelpcake” (her dad’s term of 
endearment), she gets separated from her 
parents (Keaton and Levy) and never finds 
the way back home. Finding Nemo gifted her 
a new makeshift family in the form of uber- 
anxious single dad Marlin (Brooks) and his 
son Nemo (Rolence); in this film, the three 


cross the ocean in search of Dory’s long- 
lost parents. It doesn’t take long for Dory to 
stray too far, and Marlin and Nemo’s search 
expands to find their lost friend Dory, too. 

Where Finding Nemo capitalized on the 
awesome splendor and danger of the ocean, 
this follow-up shifts much of its action to an 
aquatic park and becomes broader and sil¬ 
lier, or at least reality-busting, for it. And, 
hey, that’s OK - who doesn’t get a 
kick out of an octopus that can drive 
a car? - it just puts this entry more 
firmly in the just-for-kids camp than 
most Pixar pictures. 

Prefacing the film is “Piper,” 
an exquisite animated short 
by Alan Barillaro about a baby 
sandpiper’s fledgling steps 
toward independence. It so 
artfully evinces a parent’s 
tough love and tenderness, 
and a child’s delight at dis¬ 
covering his own place in the world, that it 
makes the thematically compatible Finding 
Dory look a little slight in comparison.

There is, of course, absolutely nothing 
wrong with a silly summer popcorn movie. 

Turn your brain off, spend a couple of hours 
away from the stress of your life, and just 
enjoy a spectacle in a dark, air-conditioned 
theatre. That is what Central Intelligence aims 
to be, a funny romp with two very charismatic 
leads. Jokes ricochet past, shoot-outs occur 
at ever increasing intervals, and positive 
themes on being true to yourself are duly 
administered. And yet, the film traffics in such 
middle-of-the-road, mediocre material (most 
of the film’s humor feels like it was filtered 
through a committee), that Central Intelligence 
is less the action/buddy comedy it strives 
to be and ends up a tedious mishmash of 
concepts in which the convoluted plot hijacks 
much of the fun from the proceedings, and 
does the two main stars no favors. 

The stars in question are Dwayne Johnson 
and Kevin Hart, two celebrities on such a 
rise that I’m pretty sure this film was greenlit 
without a script. But here it is anyway: Hart 
plays Calvin, an accountant who peaked in 
high school and is now living a boring exis¬ 
tence until he’s contacted through social 
media by fellow student Bob (Johnson), 
who was once the target of endless bullying 
because of his weight, and now, well, is the 
Rock, a badass CIA agent. Calvin was the 
only kid who was nice to Bob, and the two 
reconnect in the midst of some MacGuffin 
plot involving a mysterious hacker called 
“Black Badger” and, naturally, stolen, ever- 
important satellite encryption codes (yawn). 
It’s all there to highlight the chemistry 
between the two leads, and it often works in 
their favor as the film careens around, put¬ 
ting them in ridiculous situations. Nothing 
wrong with that, right? But too many times 
the film just falls flat, relying on Johnson and 
Hart’s charm to carry an otherwise horrible 
bit that you might see at the tail end of a 
Saturday Night Live episode. Perhaps Hart 
and Johnson will find their respective break¬ 
out hits (Johnson is rumored to have signed 
on to over a dozen films in the next five 
years - in other words, the shotgun method), 
but Central Intelligence is a throwaway film 
that in all the worst ways give summer mov¬ 
ies a bad name: told by idiots, full of sound 
and fury, and signifying nothing but first-week¬ 
end grosses.

Chevalier might well be Homer’s lost epic 
about Odysseus and his men, playfully cap¬ 
tioned “Even Odder a’Sea.” Or maybe the 
film is just a parable about modern-day men 
behaving badly. Or perhaps it’s even an alle¬ 
gory about the state of modern-day Greece. 
One thing’s for certain, however: Director and 


co-writer Athina Rachel Tsangari wants view¬ 
ers to fill in the blanks. 

Here’s what I do know: Six men are aboard 
a luxury yacht for a spear-fishing vacation in 
the Aegean. Soon their mundane competition 
over who caught the largest fish devolves 
into a metaphorical pissing contest over 
which of them is the “best in everything.” 

It’s a game with arbitrary rules in which each 
man both judges and competes. Who has 
the best ringtone, best erection, and best 
cholesterol level? Other competitions are 
timed events, such as cleaning chores on the 
vessel and putting together Ikea-like book¬ 
shelves. Each man keeps score in his head 
or little notebooks, and each one judges 
the others on standards of his own choos¬ 
ing (does one wear his pants too high, does 
another snore too loudly, are someone’s 
thighs too fat?). Meanwhile the three staff 
members on the yacht, who are little more 
than glorified servants, keep their own scores 
and function as a literal Greek chorus. The 
striking imagery of the men filmed against 
the glistening sea or within their tight person¬ 
al cabins hints at a homoeroticism that never 
becomes more than glancing, and certainly 
never anything remotely like a Deliverance 
voyage. Though it’s to Tsangari’s credit that 
these intimations remain undramatized, there 
is also a sense of undeveloped storylines 
and unfulfilled expectations. Again, we are 
back to the viewers needing to complete the 
personality profiles of the six men and their 
backgrounds on their own steam - as well as 
figuring out what it all means. 

Yet, maybe it means nothing and is 
just a comedy about men without moor¬ 
ing. Tsangari, a former Austin resident and 
instructor at UT, comes by this heritage 
rightly. In addition to working on several of 
Richard Linklater’s films, co-producing and 
acting in Before Midnight (filmed in Greece), 
she was the associate producer on Yorgos 
Lanthimos’ multi-award-winning Dogtooth. 

In turn, Lanthimos produced Tsangari’s 
female-centric movie Attenberg in 2010, and 
Efthymis Filippou, co-writer of Lanthimos’ cur¬ 
rent arthouse oddity The Lobster, was also 
Tsangari’s co-writer on Chevalier. This film- 
making clique is responsible for some of the 
more original and entertaining films released 
today. Just don’t ask me what any of them 
mean. They’re all Greek to me.

OF THE GREATEST FAN

The emergence of digital video and edit¬ 
ing prosumer equipment in the late Nineties 
spawned a tsunami of homemade, film 
geek-friendly remakes and offshoots (see, 
for instance, variations on the theme of Star 
Trek and Star Wars; go directly to YouTube). 
Some of them are better than their source 
material, or at least a welcome and canny 
respite from Hollywood’s multimillion-dollar 
budgetary overruns. But way back in 1982, 
three preteen kids in Mississippi (Chris 
Strompolos, Eric Zala, and Jayson Lamb) fell 
so head over heels for Raiders of the Lost 
Ark (Steven Spielberg’s rollicking throwback 
to the cliffhanger serials of the Thirties and 
Forties) that they spent the next seven years 
of their lives re-creating a fully storyboarded, 
shot-by-shot remake of the film on super lo- 
pro video. 

Raiders!, co-directed by Napoleon Dynamite 
participants Jeremy Coon and Tim Skousen, 
recounts and recaptures the project’s youth¬ 
ful enthusiasm and kidhood chutzpah with a 
potent mix of gosh-wow wonder and genuine 
heart, which is, in a word, inspirational. The 
Eighties-era pre-production footage of these 
pint-sized DIY-or-die filmmakers and the 
gnarly and impressively dangerous effects 
work are equal parts fraught, touching, and 
hilarious. But the bottom line here is that 
they did it, period, and eventually a bootleg 
VHS found its way to the likes of Eli Roth 
and Harry Jay Knowles, who programmed the 
finished project at his annual Butt-Numb-a- 
Thon some years back. It was finished then, 
almost, except for one key sequence: Indy’s 
fistfight with the strapping, bald Nazi who 
eventually gets a propeller-head courtesy of 
an unchocked Flying Wing. Decades after 
they commenced their wildly ambitious take 
on Raiders, the no-longer-young filmmakers 
finally brought that memorably explosive 
sequence to life (which can now be seen 
under the title Raiders: The Adaptation), 
thereby capping off exactly what this film’s 
title promises. 

Because the film was shot out of 
sequence to begin with, doc helmers Coon 
and Skousen intercut various scenes from 
the Eighties-era shoot (amusingly, the young 
actors’ pubescent ages are all over the 
map from shot to shot) with their eventual 
reunion as they attempt to film the Flying 
Wing sequence. There are nail-gnawing, 
backstage EFX and near-disastrous dramas 
in abundance, natch. At one point, the kids 
very nearly set their parents’ house on fire 
attempting to re-create Professor Jones’ 
escape from that flaming, Nepalese barroom 
early on in Spielberg’s original. Quoth the 
Who: The kids are alright. In fact, this story 
of their unbridled fandom fantasy-made-reality 
is key to the whole crazy world of popular 
fan-made films that burst from the internet 
seemingly every week. 

This documentary is the sort of film that 
will leave both young and old(er) film fans 
grinning like the boys (and one girl) who 
dreamed the whole fantastic, mad scheme 
up in the first place. Parents, in particular,

For the tall, slightly built, baby-faced Jesus 
(Medina), the introverted gay hairdresser 
who barely makes ends meet by coiffing the 
entertainers’ wigs (along with hustling street 
tricks), graduating to this spotlight gives him 
the chance to passionately voice unspoken 
emotions by mouthing a torch song on one 
of the well-worn albums his mother left him 
as her only legacy. To be charitable, his act 
needs a little work. (Most likely, RuPaul would 
have politely asked him to sashay away.) 

“She doesn’t even know how to tuck prop¬ 
erly,” a seasoned drag artiste sniffs offstage 
as Jesus/Viva (looking a lot like a Cuban 
Audrey Hepburn) makes a shaky debut. “They 
can see her cock from Cienfuegos.” 

An Irish film with Spanish dialogue - a nifty 
juxtaposition in the international world of 
cinema, if ever there was one! - Viva depicts 
Jesus’ impoverished world with unflinching 
realness, from Cathal Watters’ drabbish 
cinematography to the excellent perfor¬ 
mances by the supporting cast, particularly 
Luis Alberto Garcia’s fierce appearance as 
Mama, the veteran drag queen who shields 
her protege with the roar of a mother lion¬ 
ess. The film’s central conflict arises when

MUSIC 


MUSICIANS 

Between the grooves on old records isn’t the only 
place you’ll find musicians at Palmer. Austin 
musicmakers stand on both sides of vendor tables: 
selling from their private collections and shopping 
for vintage vinyl. Jason Chronis, bassist of local 
psych-pop darlings Tele Novella and bygone indie 
breakouts Voxtrot, has ARC’d since 1999 and for the 
past two years now ventured into selling records. 

A collector and online dealer, Chronis savors 
obscure 45s: regional garage, rockabilly, and R&B, 
plus old private pressing LPs of strange folk and 
psychedelia. He appreciates the varied fields of 
expertise among vendors. 

“There are dealers that are very specialized in certain 
genres. If you’re looking for something extremely 
specific, there’s a decent chance you’ll be able to find 
it,” attests Chronis. “But [the ARC] has a lot to offer for 
everyone, because it also has tables with good bargains.” 

The songs Chronis discovers on old 
underground records - often too unusual or 
original to have garnered mainstream popularity - 
informs Tele Novella’s songwriting. 

“It’s a huge influence on our music,” he confirms. 
“Especially some of the things we’ve absorbed 
from the R&B stuff I’ve collected on 45 and other 
spooky, nocturnal-sounding records that I tend to 
gravitate toward.” 

RECORD STORE OWNERS 


Austin Record Convention’s 
United Nations 

Calling all vinyl nerds, audiophiles, hipsters, hoarders, wheelers, dealers, and phonographic 
fetishists. The USA’s largest sale of recorded music, featuring hundreds of vendors stocked 
with over a million LPs, 45s, 78s, CDs, and cassettes, takes over the Palmer Events Center 
this weekend. You could call it the South by Southwest of record swaps, or simply by its 
name of the last 35 years. 

The Austin Record Convention - 2016. 

“This looks like it will be our biggest show ever,” estimates Nathan Hanners, whose father, 
Douglas Hanners, founded the ARC back in 1981. 

The needle dropped on a new era last year when the mass volume musical excavation 
returned to Central Austin after years on North Lamar at the Crockett Center. Attendance 
spiked and with this weekend’s dealer turnout at an all-time high, the Hanners plan to double 
down in 2017, restoring the ARC to a biannual market running in the fall and spring. The 
range of experience at the ARC remains vast, a melting pot encompassing casual shoppers 
and teen dates scooping up common LPs to professional buyers dragging wheelie suitcases 
full of bulk purchases. 

At heart, it’s all for the love of music, so “Playback” profiled some ARC archetypes: 


THE SERIOUS COLLECTOR 

They couldn’t care less about your crate of 
classic rock LPs. These guys are looking for 
obscure gems of mythical rareness for their 
library-like music collections. 

“What I deal with is very rare and hard-to-find 
material,” says John Tefteller, a reputable Oregon- 
based collector focused on pre-war blues 78s, and 
R&B, blues, and oddball rock 45s from the Fifties 
and Sixties. He’s been buying records, spending as 
much as $50,000 in one year, at the ARC since the 
Eighties. His favorite local score came six years 
back when for a song he snagged a practically new 
copy of Henry Thomas’ “Cottonfield Blues” 78, 
which he estimates to be worth $2,000-3,000 
because of its unusually pristine condition. 

Serious record collectors bemoan that the age of 
eBay and Discogs.com have made such magnificent 
discoveries an increasingly rare occurrence. That 
won’t ever deter Tefteller and his ilk, perennials in a 


business where iTunes is only the very tip of an 
iceberg now into its second century. You’ll find the 
Pacific Northwester in the Palmer parking lot at the 
break of daylight on Friday, browsing the boxes of 
dealers waiting for load-in, and it’ll take him until 
midday Saturday to have hunted through the ARC’S 
full array of 78s and 45s. 

“It’s a real feeling of accomplishment because 
I’m actually saving history,” he says of finding a 
rare recording for which no master exists. 

DJs 

They don’t call ’em “crate diggers” for nothing. 

DJs, both of the dance party and sample-happy 
variety, can be seen flipping through collections at 
the ARC annually. Naturally they’re seeking fresh 
grooves to incorporate into their mixes. Dan 
Gentile, one fourth of Austin’s house and disco 
crew Flying Turns and also a selectah at intimate 
lounge gigs, is a veteran attendee. 


“The ARC is great for finding old funk and 
instrumental hip-hop,” he reports, noting that he 
scored an affordable copy of MF Doom’s Special 
Herbs + Spices beat compilation there. 

Sellers can be notoriously light on electronic 
music, but if Gentile asks a vendor if they have any 
12-inch singles, they’ll usually direct him to “a box 
or two with some cool old weird disco.” He’s 
snagged some gems like a hard-to-find collection 
by left-field house maestro Daniel Wang. 

“If a vendor is really heavy on one genre, like 
it’s clear that Americana is their thing, their crate 
of funk and soul might be a very rich trove that 
they haven’t priced right or hasn’t been combed 
over by other shoppers,” he winks. 

FOREIGN BUYERS 

“It was like the United Nations at times,” 
remarked Doug Hanners about overseas customers 
at last year’s show. “We’re gonna need interpreters 
if this keeps up.” 

The ARC regularly yields shoppers from Asia, 
Europe, and Australia - some of them working 
serious import jobs. This year, Tokyo-based music 
businessman Take Shimizu has been hired to lead a 
four-man vinyl buying expedition for Japan’s arm of 
chain store HMV. Unlike collectors only looking for 
rarities, he’s amassing a giant stock of rock, blues, 
reggae, funk, soul, and jazz to serve the growing 
Japanese vinyl market. 

“We’re going to buy huge quantities, so we’ll 
have to ship a couple times,” says Shimizu of the 
20-day American adventure, which begins at the 
convention. “Our target number for this trip is at 
least 5,000 records.” 

Shimizu, who first came to the ARC as the vinyl 
buyer for Manhattan Records in the Nineties, 
considers the convention a very important 
“information source” for his work. 

“With many dealers, shops, retailers, collectors, 
and DJs bringing their records to one place, it’s 
easy to make new relationships,” he says. “Every 
year I go, I make new connections. The next trip I 
go to their house.” 


Austin’s vinyl merchants become shoppers at the 
ARC. Record collectors at heart, Antone’s Records 
owners Eve Monsees and Mike Buck typically spend 
all three days picking from the conference’s vast 
vinyl offerings for their personal collections. 

“There’s so much to look at - you can’t do it all 
in one day,” says Monsees. “And Sunday’s great 
because the dealers start marking stuff down.” 

Buck points out that the ARC brings an influx of 
record-shopping tourists into their store on Guadalupe. 

“Typically they’ll get into town several days 
before the show and hit all the local shops,” he 
reveals. “Dealers come here looking for stuff they 
can take back and sell, collectors come in and buy 
stuff, and we get people coming in from all over the 
world. It’s definitely a boost for local record stores.” 

THE 45 GUY 

You know, the one carrying a portable record 
player and a tackle box full of 7-inches. They’re an 
intrepid mix of historian, detective, and explorer, 
examining the inner circles of ancient discs in 
white paper wrappings. He/she’s a music fan just 
like you, only not really. 

“Yeah the 45 guys are a different crowd,” 
chuckles Dick Blackburn, co-author of Guide to 
Rare Rockabilly & Rock n’ Roll 45 RPMs. “The 
interesting thing about 45s is a lot of them never 
came out on an LP. They’re on small independent 
labels. Maybe a one-shot label, maybe they got 
little to no airplay in a very local area. There’s a lot 
of discovery, more so than LPs I’d hazard to say, 
because there’s so many of them.” 

Blackburn’s been an ARC fixture since 1982. His 
spectacularly rare 45 finds include Blacky Vale’s 
“If I Had Me a Woman” and Richie Richardson’s 
“The Jump.” The onetime Chronicle scribe also 
wrote a novel, Record Weasels, in which the 
protagonist’s pursuit of a rare 45 entangles him 
with the mob. So what specific thread does the 
author think ties together all these unique 
characters of the Austin Record Convention? 

“Obsession, obviously,” he cracks. “But 
comparing record collectors to stamp collectors or 
coin collectors, I find that the record collectors are 
... well... let’s just say ‘more entertaining.’”

Out of the gate, 
biographer Matt 
Thorne concedes, 

“The only person 
who knows anything 
about this music is 

Prince.” Still, he crams Prince: The Man and 
His Music with painstaking comprehensive¬ 
ness, the creative writing college professor 
and Londoner being, foremost, a fanatic. Like 
the fan-helmed liner-notes- 
on-steroids series 33 1/3, 
historic account and personal 
opinion coexist here unabash¬ 
edly; B-sides, soundtracks, 
and rarities are scrutinized 
and celebrated. A traditional, 
interview-sourced backstory 
fills the lengthy first half, as 
the Minnesotan’s former col¬ 
laborators, band members, and 
publicists in no way tell all, but rather confirm 
idiosyncratic genius. The writer later pivots 
to firsthand commentary, critiquing countless 
concerts and ranking the singer’s albums 
and eras as, subjectively, “best” and “worst.” 
Prince’s first American overview - two months 
shy of its hero’s sudden passing - adds an 
epilogue to bridge the four years since its 
2012 European debut. “It’s an exciting new 
beginning for Prince,” writes Thorne in a hope¬ 
ful, harrowing sign-off. - Neph Basedow

KILL ’EM AND LEAVE: 
SEARCHING FOR JAMES 
BROWN AND THE 
AMERICAN SOUL 

by James McBride 
Spiegel & Grau, 256 pp., $28 

Kill 'Em and Leave exquisitely investigates 
a simple question: Who was James Brown? 
James McBride - journalist, jazz saxophonist, 
National Book Award winner - complicates 
the query instead of clarifying it. “Movies are 
simple,” he writes after dismantling 2014 
biopic Get on Up. “And Brown’s life was 
anything but that.” The author positions the 
Godfather of Soul first and foremost as a 
Southerner, where people, “both black and 
white, wear masks and more masks, then 
masks beneath those masks.” To peel back 
the layers, he paints beautiful vignettes 

through interviews with mem¬ 
bers of Brown’s trusted inner 
circle - first wife Velma, best 
friend Leon Austin, music direc¬ 
tor Alfred “Pee Wee” Ellis, 
manager Charles Bobbit, and 
the fascinating father-son-like 
relationship of Brown and Rev. 
Al Sharpton. Some of the most 
interesting reveals come after 
Brown’s death on Christmas 
Day, 2006, like an intimate look at the long 
night Michael Jackson spent with JB’s body in 
an Augusta funeral home. Brown willed nearly 
$100 million to edu¬ 
cate needy children 
in Georgia and South 
Carolina, a sum since 
devoured by lawsuits. 

“A man who carries 
the troubled history 
of an entire people 
on his back and a 
24-piece band and 
three radio stations 
to boot cannot find 
peace.”

LET’S GO TO HELL: 
SCATTERED MEMORIES 
OF THE BUTTHOLE 
SURFERS 

by James Burns 

Cheap Drugs, 504 pp., $38.95 (paper) 

Gibby Haynes escapes the gravity of 
a Butthole Surfers bio to remain larger 
than life. The snaggletoothed alpha freak 
held his tongue in the first dedicated book 
about Texas’ proto-alternative tricksters, 
but prevails equally as hero and villain, a 
genius fuck-up, ringleader, and punching 
bag. Unloading a dump truck of informa¬ 
tion about an Austin group whose profile 
was blurry at best before Let’s Go to Hell, 
the Bible-sized book sucks you into a mael¬ 
strom of depraved live shows, including 
vivid depictions of a piss-soaked baccha¬ 
nal at NYC’s Danceteria in 1986 and their 
triumphant outing at the Reading Festival 
in 1989. Meanwhile, a thorough timeline 
of interpersonal affairs from the harrowing 
early years to their late-Eighties sweet spot and into the cultural magnification of the 
Nineties demonstrates author James Burns’ keen understanding for what the Butthole 
Surfers’ anarchy meant onstage and off. If only he’d had an editor. The book suffers 
from typos, fanboy superlatives, and the redundancy of following an explanatory para¬ 
graph with a direct quote saying the exact same thing. Still, Let’s Go to Hell brims with 
plentiful drama as band members exit via fistfights and surprise bus tickets home, not 
to mention universally disastrous relationships with record labels. The band’s lawsuit 
against Touch & Go is reported on in depth. Even with the locals’ frontman pleading the 
Fifth, the insights of core members Paul Leary, King Coffey, Jeff Pinkus, and a dozen 
other ex-bandmates and associates fill in the gaps. Leary, in particular, lays bare the 
Buttholes’ artistic trajectory: “Our first few records were recorded while we were barely 
a band and our last few records were the same.” - Kevin Curtin 



UNDER THE BIG BLACK SUN: 

A PERSONAL HISTORY 
OF L.A. PUNK 

by John Doe with Tom DeSavia and friends 
Da Capo Press, 336 pp., $26.99 

Los Angeles’ original punk moment, roughly 1977-82, 
had a simultaneous trashy vibrancy befitting its ascendancy 
in the shadow of the Hollywood dream factory, and a dark 
literary gravitas emerging from the same demimonde driv¬ 
ing Charles Bukowski and Raymond Chandler. Some of the 
best bands - X, the Germs, Flesh Eaters, Gun Club - wrote 
lyrics rhapsodizing lives lived rough on Tinseltown’s margins, 
attempting glamour in a thrift store Dumpster raid, satori 
from a shoplifted 40-ounce beer. In redressing the paucity

TEXAS JAILHOUSE MUSIC: A PRISON BAND HISTORY 

by Caroline Gnagy 

Arcadia Publishing & the History Press, 192 pp., $21.99 (paper) 

Equal parts historical literature and music journalism, Caroline Gnagy’s Texas Jailhouse 
Music is a poignant work venturing inside the Texas state prison system amidst the Great 
Depression where inmates often led unexpected lives of musical creativity and expression. 
Through radio shows (WBAP’s Thirty Minutes Behind the Walls) and event performances (Texas 
Prison Rodeo), prisoners gained “a sense of accomplishment, belonging to a group, and a fer¬ 
vent hope of release.” While the story remains optimistic, Gnagy gives an unflinching account 
of prison horrors including solitary confinement and forced female sterilization. Central to the 
book are the inmates. From cold-blooded murderers to death-row prisoners and petty burglars, 
all are captivating. Giving a balanced account of men and women of different races and back¬ 
grounds, Gnagy mentions Hattie Ellis, a young black inmate whose voice was reminiscent of 
Billie Holiday; Leadbelly, a charismatic inmate who was pardoned after writing a freedom song 
for the governor; Reable Childs, a banjo player who performed with the Goree All-Girl String 
Band, and more. A testament to the redemptive power of music, Texas Jailhouse Music proves 
that every story is worth telling - even those confined by prison bars. - Alejandra Ramirez

REASONS OF TASTE

Chuck Eddy contributed music criticism to 
every worthwhile publication under the sun. 

Terminated for Reasons of Taste, a compre¬ 
hensive collection of his work, divides by the 
decade via essays for major publications, 
zines, message board posts, and artist pro¬ 
files (including an awesome early profile of 
the Beastie Boys), charting music’s odyssey 
from the Twenties to the present. In each 
section’s intro, the quietly local brainiac is 
at his most likable and reflective, marvel¬ 
ing at the easy authority of his writings 
from the Eighties and owning up to some 
cringeworthy mansplaining in his Nineties 
criticism. (Why even include the sexist 
reviews of Paula Cole, Alanis Morissette, 
and the “who’s married to who” factoids of 
later essay “The Ladies of Triple A”?) A time 
capsule of when music criticism was solely 

white men writing about white men for white men, Terminated makes a strong case 
for better representation in the field, but Eddy’s smarts, freakish knowledge of the 
obscure, and some hilarious takedowns make the collection feel like hanging out with 
a cool uncle who gifts you music knowledge nuggets impossible to find elsewhere.

“The first time I 
drank piss was on a fire 
escape overlooking downtown Los Angeles.” 
Notorious NOFX frontman “Fat Mike” Burkett 
thus sets the mood for punk lit’s equivalent 
to Motley Crue’s debauched autobiography 
The Dirt. Bassist, singer, and bandleader 
Burkett, plus guitarists Eric Melvin and 
Aaron “El Hefe” Abeyta and drummer Erik 
“Smelly” Sandin remain the first to admit 
their ridiculously unlikely rise. They’re the big¬ 
gest fuck-ups, worst losers, and the scariest 
self-destruction merchants from the shittiest 
backgrounds this music and culture attracts. 
NOFX themselves are at a loss as to how they 
became so influential (Blink-182 owes them 
everything) without releasing any radio-friendly 
singles, while thumbing their collective nose 
at MTV, major magazines, and record com¬ 
pany corporations. As money pours in, Burkett 
gains a political conscience, Sandin over¬ 
comes heroin addiction, and NOFX improves 
without losing any inherent unlikability. In tell¬ 
ing their tale, NOFX humanizes themselves. 

Just don’t invite them over. - Tim Stegall

AT ONCE: 

THE LOST 
POP GENIUS 
OF SCOTT 
MILLER

Scott Miller’s tale serves as a case study 
for the imbalance of imagination and eco¬ 
nomics. The computer programmer and hard¬ 
core music nerd led his Eighties act Game 
Theory to college rock glory and his Nineties 
band the Loud Family to critical acclaim. The 
former’s masterpiece, 1987’s Lolita Nation, 
layered pop hooks with found sounds, distor¬ 
tion, and cut-and-paste techniques, inspir¬ 
ing devotees/descendants including Aimee 
Mann, Guided by Voices, New Pornographers, 
and Okkervil River. Even so, Miller never even 
whiffed the charts. Veteran journalist Brett 
Milano’s biography coincides with reissues 
of its subject’s long out-of-print catalog and 
makes a case for two decades of genius 
through interviews with bandmates, friends, 
and family members. His no-nonsense narra¬ 
tive never bogs down in unrelated anecdotes 
or overanalysis, letting the work drive Don’t 
Thank Me All at Once. Miller, a California 
native, committed suicide in 2013 at the age 
of 53. - Michael Toland

The follow-up to A 
Boy Named Sue: Gender and Country Music 
delves further into the genre’s tropes on both 
men and women, weighing masculinity with a 
woman’s hand. Although it re-treads material 
covered in the first edition, these updated 
essays focus on women’s roles in songwriting 
narratives. How, exactly, do Dolly Parton and 
Loretta Lynn balance sexuality with the role of 
dominant female? How are women in country 
both submissive and powerful? And where the 
hell does Taylor Swift fit? Heavy on jargon, 
it’s a fascinating look into both fixed and fluid 
gender roles in modern and classic country.

& ROLL

First off, it’s Ah-pa-see, not A-peece, so 
ignore what Rod Stewart says. Carmine 
Appice may be rock’s 
most mispronounced 
drummer. Well, tied 
with his equally 
famous brother 
Vinnie, who drummed 
for Black Sabbath, 
while Carmine 
anchored Ozzy 
Osbourne and every¬ 
one else. The lat¬ 
ter, an omnipresent 
session musician, 
endured even though 
he shouldn’t have survived. His anecdotes 
about rooming with Prince, hanging with 
Hendrix, and advising Robert Plant to move 
more onstage would seem bombastic, but 
he’s an unapologetic and unreconstructed 
Seventies rock dinosaur nearly rendered 
extinct by Comet Grunge. For all the earthy 
tales of room-wrecking debauchery (includ¬ 
ing the definitive version of Led Zeppelin’s 
mythical mud shark story) and so many 
groupies it takes a literal spreadsheet to 
count them, he’s most giddy about meeting 
Tony Curtis and only getting lightly insulted 
by Buddy Rich. Ultimately, his experiences 
boil down to two pieces of wisdom: Don’t 
trust Jeff Beck or the BulletBoys, and never 
complain when fame doesn’t last.

In name alone, 
metal and hardcore 
are the two tough¬ 
est musical genres. 

Hollywood’s Runaways, 
b. 1975 - Joan Jett, 

Cherie Currie, Lita 
Ford, Sandy West, and 
Jackie Fox - trysted punk’s raw DIY ethos 
with metal’s leather-bearing power chords 
into a “Cherry Bomb” heard ’round the music 
sphere. Long Beach bombshell Ford, 16 when 
she ran away to join the free-for-all, earns 
her memoir on that note alone, yet the lead 
guitarist never wasted a day before or since, 
beginning with honest-to-God baby boomer 
DNA: Her father was one of nine survivors of 
an entire UK battalion (1,000) at the battle of 
Anzio during World War II, who then fell in love 
and married the Italian nurse who cared for 
him in the hospital afterward. Ford’s platinum 
highs and low misadventures never shake 
that air of fait accompli, from “Kiss (and 
tell) Me Deadly” metal paramours Ritchie 
Blackmore, Glenn Tipton, Tony lommi, and 
Nikki Sixx (even Jon Bon Jovi) - not to men¬ 
tion Dee Dee Ramone and Sex Pistols drum¬ 
mer Paul Cook - to a falling out with allegedly 
jealous manager Sharon Osbourne in the 
aftermath of Ford’s Top 10 hit duet with Ozzy 
Osbourne on 1987’s “Close My Eyes Forever.” 
That’s jukebox stakes compared to a desert 
isle marriage that stripped Ford of her career, 
family, and freedom. She’s back now, but Lita 
went boom. - Raoul Hernandez

details long forgotten, and in some cases, 
previously unknown. From Woodstock’s origins 
in the 1800s as a bohemian artists’ colony 
to its invasion by the NYC folk scene in the 
Sixties, the UK music journalist and author 
of celebrated works on the Band, Doors, 
and more brings to life such colorful charac¬ 
ters as Bob Dylan’s power-hungry manager 
Albert Grossman, who drives the narrative 
even after his death in 1986. There’s sex, 
plentiful drugs, and all sorts of rock & roll 
provided by Jim Morrison, Janis Joplin, Jimi 
Hendrix, Paul Butterfield, and a multitude of 
those passing through, like Louisiana’s Bobby 
Charles, whose song gives the book its name. 
Leave it to former Austinite and Woodstock 
native Cindy Cashdollar to sum up the entire 
Woodstock experience.

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KENT FINLAY, DREAMER: 
THE MUSICAL LEGACY 
BEHIND CHEATHAM 
STREET WAREHOUSE

Difficult to gauge Kent 
Finlay’s impact on Texas 
music before his death 
last year at 77. He was 
an accomplished singer- 
songwriter (“They Call It 
the Hill Country/' “I’ll Sing 
You a Story, I’ll Tell You a 
Song”), but more so he helped usher several 
generations of Texas talent with his keen ear, 
warm insight, and unwavering support through 
his seminal San Marcos haven, Cheatham 
Street Warehouse. Rather than formal biogra¬ 
phy, the first half of Dreamer offers interviews 
with Finlay as transcribed by his daughter, local 
PR maven Jenni Finlay, while the second pres¬ 
ents appreciations from over 40 artists, includ¬ 
ing Ray Wylie Hubbard, James McMurtry, Todd 
Snider, and George Strait. Charmingly personal, 
the first 100 pages meander with little focus. 
The testimonials likewise play like a memorial 
wake, often touching even if manifesting an 
overall disjointed chorus. Dreamer reads as raw 
text that will hopefully provide valuable material 
when Texas’ songwriting history, and Finlay’s 
role in it, is written. - Doug Freeman

ACL LIVE AT THE MOODY 

Filmmaker John Carpenter - Assault on 
Precinct 13, Escape From New York, Starman - 
hatched into music: His father triple-crowned 
as an accomplished violinist, music Ph.D., 
and university department head in Bowling 
Green, Kentucky. Dr. Howard R. Carpenter 
died in February at 96, having lived to see 
both recent volumes of his only child’s 
spook LP series, Lost Themes. 

“What drew me into music was 
that because I loved movies so 
much, I could imagine [their scores] 
as soundtracks,” says the celebrated 
director, 68. “Classical movie 
soundtracks. I especially liked some of the 
darker and more exotic music. In the Hall of 
the Mountain King,’ for instance. Tchaikovsky, 
and things like that.” 

At USC’s film school, Carpenter raised 
funds for his student productions by 
soundtracking his peers’ movies. His own 
oeuvre followed suit. Halloween, The Fog, Big 
Trouble in Little China and many more

originate sonically from his synthesizer. 

“The Halloween [theme] is based on my 
father teaching me 5/4 time,” he reveals. 

“On the bongos. He got me a pair of bongos 
for Christmas one year. I have no idea why. It 
was a percussion instrument, so I think he 
wanted me to learn a little bit of it. We were 
talking about time signatures, and I 
said, ‘I don’t understand 5/4.’ 

“So he sat down and taught it to 
me. [He scats the rhythm to the 
theme.] That’s Halloween .” 

Did working with Ennio Morricone 
on the score to The Thing make you 
want to junk your keyboards and give up, or 
redouble your efforts as a musician? 

“[Laughing] No, no, no, no. I knew better 
than that. I knew I could never attain any¬ 
thing on that level. He’s a complete genius. 

A wonderful man. Passionate, passionate 
man. I just sat back and went, ‘Wow. Look at 
this. Look at him go.’” - Raoul Hernandez
